Tipttle trudged back and forth from 
the box factory where ahe earned Just 
enough to pay for the little, cold bed- 
room. the scanty meals and the cheap 
clothes, which were necessary to ex- 
istence.

VESSEL IN CONSTANT PERIL 

Any Memant May Be the Last of Ship 
That Braves the Terrors of 
the Arctic Seat. 

"Any vessel navigating In arctic 
waters may at any time be crushed 
so suddenly that ‘nothing below cun 
be saved. At Etah,” Robert E. Peary 
writes In the Century, “I bave always 
made preparations for such an emer- 
gency, and bad all the pemmlcan, tea* 
coffee, biscuits, sugar, oil, ammuni- 
tion — in fact, all the essentials neces- 
sary to sustain life and health- 
placed on deck close to the rail, where 
It could easily be thrown off to the 
Ice. In addition to this, the whale- 
boats, fully equipped for a week or 
ten days* voyage, were ready at a mo- 
ment’s notice to be lowered. Each 
boat, besides the required complement 
of oars, oarlocks, boathooks, a liquid 
compass and a bailer, contained pern- 
mican, conveniently packed In six- 
pound tins ; biscuits, SO pounds ; coffee, 
10 pounds; compressed tea, S pounds; 
sugar, 10 pounds; condensed milk, 10 
cans ; oil, S gallons ; a small ollstove, 

1 rifle and 100 cartridges; 1 shotgun 
and SO shells; 1 box of matches In • 
tightly corked bottle; 1 hatchet; 
knives; a can opener; needlea and 
thread, and medical supplies consist- 
ing of quinine, astringent, bondages, 
cotton, gauze, boraclc add. dusting 
powder, catgut and liniment. And 
every member of the party, including 
the Eskimos, hsd a small bundle of 
extra clothing packed and stood ready 
to leave the ship Immediately after 
throwing off the supplies and lower- 
ing the boata.”

DEAN RUSSELL ON SCOUTINQ 

James B. Russell, dean of the Teach- 
ers' college, has thia to aay of tbe Boy 
Scout program: 

"Our children are in school n total 
of one tbouaand hours in tho year. The 
average child of school ago Is awake 
a total of 6.4T5 hours. Tho normal 
child la getting Impreeolona, uolni 
Ideas, reaching concloelons, fixing hab- 
its, organising bis modes of behavior 
four bonro ontalde of school tor every 
hour spent In ecbooL I would consid- 
er myself a prince among school men 
If I could devise n school program la 
which the eurrlculora abdnld appeal so 
directly to n boy’a lotereats and tha 
conrsea of study apply ao oervlcenbly 
to adult needs as tbe Boy Scout pro- 
gram. Every task In scouting la a 
man'a Job cut down to a boy’a also. 

"The appeal to a boy's Intereets la 
not primarily becanao ha la a boy, 
but particularly becausa bt wants to 
be a men. Scan tbe Hat: agrleultare 
and angling, blackemlthlng nnd buol- 
nees, carpentering and dvlcn, dairying 
and mining, rauele and plwnMog, poul- 
try and printing, Srft aid and pollto- 
noos, llfo-savlng and nature study, sea- 
manship and camperaft, patriotism and 
cooking, and acoree of othar sceom- 
pUskmanta and netlvltlaa vaqulring nc- 
ewnto knowledge that la susceptible 
of direct and Immediate application to 
everyday life. Bveryone of these teaks 
bolds tbe boy, not only boeauee ho la 
a boy end likes to do them, but niao 
because they are tasks which grown 
men find useful. It Is the man In the 
boy tlmt Is- emphasized, and tbe type 
of menbood Idealized is that which 
strives 'to stand for the right against 
tbe wrong, fur (ruth aaalnst falsehood, 
to help the weak and oppressed, and to 
love and seek the best things of life.' 
Hence tbe Scout oath taken by every 
boy on hecuiiiliig a tenderfoot: ‘On my 
honor, I will do my beet (1) to do my 
duty to Ood end my country, and to 
obey tbe Scout law ; (2) to help other 
people et all times ; (8) to keep myself 
physleelly strong, meuteliy awake, and 
morally atrulghL’ 

"Scoutcraft' la not Intended to be a 
substitute for echoollng. It le a device 
for enpplemeotlng the formal Inotruc- 
tlon of the schoole, by leading the boy 
Into new Selda and firing hl<^ * rbanaa 


to make practical use of all bis poRem 
IntelloetUBl, moral, and physical. Tbs 
bast thing about It is Its extraordinary 
dlveraity, reaching ont to boya of all 
degrees of mental ability, in all klndi 
of oodal environment, and creating foi 
them a real need to do their level best 

"Bnt the most significant contribui 
tion of the Boy Scout movement to ed- 
ucation is Its pedagogical methods. At 
a teacher, I take my hat off to Sir Bob- 
art Baden-Powell, tbe genius who in 
a bare decade has done more to vltal- 
ix# the methods of character training 
than al} the school men In this country 
havo done since the pilgrims landed on 
tho New England coasL” 

ALL SCOUTS SHOULD CAMP. 

Out-of-door activities are fnndamen- 
tal in scouting. Only In tbe Scout 
enmp can tb# Scout attain his blgh- 
eet amblUona nnd tha oeoutmaster hla 
fullest Influtnce. 

Nothing but Insurmounteblo dlfflcul- 
Hoa should prevent any troop from 
baring the privilege of ipendlog n 
weric at least In tha open. 

Tbe camp may be co-ordinated with 
gardening or crop gathering. A few 
hours a day of productive labor will 
bo worth while and will stimulate tbe 
appotlte for recreative aetlvitleB. Cut- 
ting the camp out of tho Scout year la 
Ilka leaving the yaast out of tbe bread.

Italy plans flying ma- 
chine with 3,500horse^ 
power motors^ sacrifi- 
cing high speed to 
great carrying power:: 
United States will 
develop science along 
similar lines at once 


THOUSAND glgnntlc 
warplanes, aircraft with 
n wing spread of more 
than 100 feet, each carry* 
Ing a crew of three men 
and 2,750 pounds of 
bombs, rising at night 
from airdromes along 
England’s 'east coast; a 
flight commander for each 
25 marshaling his raiders into the V- 
shaped formation in which wild geese 
travel on the wing; and then a swift 
flight across the 275 miles that sep- 
arate the nearest point of the English 
const from the famous Kiel canal, the 
nish of dropping bombs, the crash of 
explosions on tiie earth beneath, the 
crack of antiaircraft guns, and the 
flash of antiaircraft searchlights, and 
then a turn-about and a dash for home, 
with the Kiel canal and the German 
fleet a ruin and u wreckage in the 
rear I 

This is the picture which Henry 
Moodliouse, one of the governors of the 
Aero Club of America ha.s visioned 
from an inspection of the photograph 
and the engineering prints of the new 
flOO-horse power Capronl tri plane. The 
craft Is the biggest yet employed by 
Germany or the allies, and yet It Is 
less than a fifth as big as the machine 
which Italy has un<ler construction, 
and of which nil details are concealed, 
except that It Is to have motors gen- 
erating between 3,000 and 8,500 horse 
power. One-half the size of this mon- 
ster, an airplane driven by three mo- 
tors. each of 000 horse power. Is al- 
ready constructed, and news of Its op- 
eration against Italy’s Austrian foes 
Is expected dally. 

Italy is new at the business of avia- 
tion. Two years ago she had fewer 
than 100 men employed In the indus- 
try. Tmluy she has thousands and, on 
the authority of Howard E. Coffln, 
chairman of the aircraft production 
board, Italy has outdistanced her ene- 
mies and her allies In developing new 
types of aircraft. 

MqJ. R. PerfettI, head of the special 
ItBlino commission for aeronautics in 
the United States, is an ardent advo- 
cate of the huge warplane and ac- 
counts which he has been able to sup- 
ply this government of Italian success 
In this kind of construction have done 
much to divorce aerial experts here 
from their allegiance to the small, 
light type of craft for the single fight- 
er. The extra weight-carrying capacity 
of the great machines is the especial 
argument In their favor and could a 
thousand such as the Capronl be con- 
Btructed, manned, armed and loaded 
with bombs, aviation experts cannot 
aee why the dream of destroying the 
Kiel canal and the German fleet might 
not be realized, were the entire thou- 
sand to combine in a alngle rul<l. 

The present (JOO-horse power Capronl 
Is a triplane with two fuselages or 
bodies and driven by three Flat or 
Isotta-Fraschinl motors, any one of 
which has sufltolent power to keep the 
craft afloat even were the others to be 
disabled. The machine Is of both the 
tractor and pusher type, for two pro- 
pellers are mounted in front and one 
In the rear. The plane carries a so- 
called useful load of 4.408 pounds 
which assures fuel fur six hours, to- 
gether with a crew of three men. three 
guns, and 2,750 pounds of huinhs. It 
has a speed of close to 85 miles an 
hour and is capable of climbing 8,250 
feet In 13 minutes, 6,500 feet In ‘27 
minutes, and 10,000 feet to 67 min- 
•tea. 

Thin seems slow In comparison to 
the Spads which climb 10,000 feet la 
Bve minutea or less, but a Sped la aim- 
ply a flying motor with auatalnlog 
•trength barely aulBclent to support 
the aviator and a gua. The Capronl la 
oa big aa a trolley car. Ita wing apan 
la more than 100 feet. It ataoda 21 
feet In the air aodit la nearly 60 feet 
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The oaly aircraft which comparep 
wlUi It In alee It the Brttlah Handly- 
Page machine^ which, with two 280- 
horae power RoUa-Beyce motors, car- 
ried 27 peearagers, and hga a wing 
spread of 98 feet, end the Curtlea and 
Oallaudet monsters made In thla coun- 
try. The huge Curtlas trlplane air 
cruiser, with which It was hoped to 
croaa Um AtUntte oceaa before the war 
turned the thoughta of avtotora Into 
other chaaaela, la a posaiblllty aa a 


long-distance bomb-carrying machine, 
for Its boat body could be dropped and 
Its weight-carrying ability increased 
thereby. 

The new three-motored Gallaudet 
seaplane also enters the category of 
long-distance raiding machines and Is 
snltahle for either bomb dropping or 
torpedo launching. Other American 
manufacturers are at work on giant 
models, but ns yet details of these have 
nut been announced. 

Long-distance bombing raids are by 
no means a novelty, but they have al- 
ways been conducted with only a few 
airplanes of limited carrying capacity, 
which carried only a few hundred 
pounds of bombs besides the fuel need- 
ed for the Journey. 

Among the historic bombing raids 
for several reasons Is the raid on 
Cnrslruhe on June 15, 1915. It was 
conducted by 23 twin-motored Caudron 
machines, in charge of Captain de Ker- 
illis, and dropped close to 60 large 
bombs on Carlsruhe. Three of the ma- 
chines did not return — they had to 
land and were captured, but the dam- 
age to Carlsruhe was serious. 

In the very first bombardment of 
Sofia on April 21, 1016, a single avia- 
tor started from Salonlkl, fiew to Sofia, 
dropped four bombs and proclamations 
announcing the capture of Treblzond, 
and returned to Salonlkl. Tbia exploit 
was repeated by single aviators from 
time to time; tlien on September 16, 
1016, it was repeated by four aviators 
who left Salonlkl at 6:20 and arrived 
over Sofia at 8 ;40. They dropped their 
bombs, many of which were elTective, 
and returned. They had crossed the 
Balkan mountaina at 6,000 feet with- 
out trouble, and had accomplished 
what an army could not have done. 
Tlte only limitation was that the air- 
planes were too few in number to win 
a decisive victory. In every raid In the 
Balkans only four or five airplanes 
participated. 

Among the moat remarkable long- 
distance bombing expeditions were the 
raids on Essen and Munich by Captain 
de Beauchamp and Lieutenant Dan- 
court on September 24 and November 
18, 1010, which have been repeated 
since by other aviators. The raid on 
Ludwigshafen, accomplished on &Iay 
27, 1016, in wlilch 18 airplanes took 
part, also Involved a flight of about 
400 miles. It was conducted success- 
fully, and only one airplane was forced 
to land and submit to capture. An- 
other classic was the bombing raid on 
the Mauser works at Oberndorf on 0<>- 
tober 12, 1016, in which a French bomb- 
ing squadron and a British bombing 
squadron participated, escorted by La- 
fayette Flying corps fighters. 'These 
are only a few of scores of such raids. 
In all these raids the aviators had to 
fly from five to seven hours continuous- 
ly under must trying conditions, having 
to protect themselves with Insufficient 
arms. A night raid In large, well- 
armed warplanes would be easy In 
comparison — and much safer. 

Darkness facilitates airplane work 
nt dose range becatsse tka aviator can 
fly doeer to hla target with little In- 
creased danger «t counter-attacks but 
with largely augmeated elLartlvencss. 
Surprise Is made more possible and 
half of the attack may be accom- 
plished before enemy searchlights can 
locate the raiders ae targets for the 
antlalrcreft gun*. In n raid of 1,000 
or more giant airplanes the task of the 
defenders would be rendered increae- 
Ingly dlAcult beyond ail proportion to 
the dlflicaity now expertenced la ro' 
pelllng raids of a few flyera. The 
eearcblights and aattaircraft guns 
tbemselvee would be made the object 
of ettsek and largely Incapadtated. 

The risk of diacovery in night at- 
tacks could he reduced further, ae* 


cording to experts, by the use of si- 
lencers on nirpinno motors. At present 
the roaring wlilrr of the motor can be 
hinrd for hundreds of feet and almost 
the sliglitest hum of a motor can be 
picked up by the powerful microphones 
with wlilch all of the combatants are 
equippe<l and which magnify the slight- 
ct<t sound. Silencers are not used be- 
ceuse of the weight they add to an 
aircraft, hut some exports contend that 
this weight is more than counter-bal- 
anced at present by the excess fuel 
which machines must carry to enable 
them to fly high and to maneuver to 
avoid detection as long ns possible. 

Progress has been made In the art of 
aiming and dropping bombs to the 
point where accuracy can be assured 
in night work. According to statistics 
gathered by Mr. Woodhouse, the bombs 
now most in use are bombs of 10 
pounds weight, 50 pounds, 100 pounds 
and 112 pounds, with n few of 500 
pounds or more. Says Mr. Woodliouse : 

"Bomb dropping from heights can 
only be approximately accurate. It can 
be made more accurate by the employ- 
ment of efficient bomb sights. A few 
of the older aviators have learned by 
long practice |o drop bombs accurately 
without BlghtB. but as a general rule, 
one can be more accurate with the 
Bight than without It." ^ 

One dlflhiultir roualna In tho naa of 
airplanes by night and the inventive 
faculties of the combatants, spurred on 
by the exigencies of the war, are rapid- 
ly overcoming this. The problem Is to 
provide light for flying operations and 
for marking aircraft In flight. In Eng- 
land, In the early days of Zeppelin 
raids, the casualties resulting to pilots 
who went up at night to attack Zeppe- 
lins were very high because of two 
things: the insufficient number and 
badly lighted landing places and the 
lack of lighting devices on the ma- 
chines. On one occasion 15 pilots went 
up and 12 had accidents on landing. 

But these conditions have been 
changed. A pilot who finds himself in 
trouble aloft and compelled to land has 
only to fire his Verys pistol to have at 
least one aerodrome within gliding dis- 
tance brillluntly illuminated so that he 
may land in safety. In addition to the 
Verys pistol nigitt flying craft are 
equipped with a parachute flare wliich 
is fired electrically from the pilot’s 
seat On release the flare fulls a cou- 
ple of hundred feet, unfolds and flouts 
downward, casting a brilliant light 
over the expanse of about a quarter 
of a mNe. 

Holt’s landing lights are another de- 
vice employed. These are fastened be- 
neath the wings, wlilch aid In reflect- 
ing the light downward wlien they 
have been Ignited electrically. Electric 
headlights similar to motor car head- 
lights are also used, and night flying 
machines now have navigation lights, 
comprising a tall light and a light on 
each wing tip showing white ahead, 
green on the starboard, and red on tk* 
port aide. Power for these lights Is 
generated In a Binall dynamo drivao by 
a miniature propeller. 

With these devices to aid nlcbt flf> 
log. experts here look forward to the 
time when raids ma^ be made oo tho 
German fl^t and submarine bases by 
big squadron^ of ^ant maqjtinet, and 
the ophRob '!• fla^jUjA iSjt In 

such mlde.lfea the free-

Use of Dead Wood for Fuel le Also 
Applied to Scoundrels and 
the War. 

Forestry experts In New York, a 
slate which has given much conserv- 
ing attention to Its wealth In trees, 
urge fanners to help the country meet 
the high cost of fuel by inakitig more 
ti.so of the dead and dying tiinher In 
their wood lots. Tliey are advised to

It must cut 
crookiHl sticks out of the life-and- 
denth work of the war, in places of 
authority. 

Religion In France. 

There Is no state religion In France, 
hut the adherents of any church or 
creed can hold their religious belief 
and observe their religious practices. 
Under the law promulgated on Decem- 
ber 9, 1005, the cliurches were sepa- 
rated from the state, the adherents 
of nll*creed8 were authorized to form 
associations for public worslilp, and 
the state, the departments and tlic 
communes, were relieved from pay- 
ment of salaries to clergymen. For 
clergymen of forty-live years of age 
pensions were provided. Buildings 
used for public worship were made 
over to associations for public wor- 
ship. The association law of July 1. 
ItlOl, requires religious communities 
to l>e authorized l>y the state, and no 
uiniiustic asNuelation can he authorized j 
without a special law in each particu- 
lar case. Before the passing of that 
law there were 910 recognized nssocl- 
ntlons, and 7.53 not recognized. After 
the passing of the law. of the 753 not 
recognized, 305 dissolved tlieinselves, 
and 448 asked for authorization which 
was refused by the chambers, or par- 
liament, to the majority of them.

Vestibule — Roomy Bleeping Porch 
on Second Floor — Many Neat 
Convonleneee Too.

Where a sulflcient frontage Is nvnll- 
Bhle, u bungalow of the type shown In 
the Hccoiiipunying persiiecUve view Is 
un excellent residence design for the 
person who appreciates bungalow ur- 
chiteeture. The building is one which 
is designed to have its longest dimen- 
sion on the street. It would be most 
economically placed on a corner lot 
having a width approxlinutcly one-hulf 
of its length. In this position the 
building lias a very pleasing uppeur- 
once on either of the streets. It is 
rectangular in pluu, being broken from 
the regular shape only by the two 
small bays In the front wall. The ga- 
ble roof Is Imilt with a fairly sharp 
slope, with the cornice directly above 
the first tioor window heads. There Is 
second floor space available, however. 
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Second-Floor Plan. 

three-window bny. Toward the front 
of the bouse through a large cased 
opening is the coziest little den which 
anyone might ask for. Bookcases arc 
placed on either side of the room Just 
within tlie opening and from these, en- 



the rooms being formed along the cen- 
ter of the building where a 14-foot 
width is avniluhle for this purpose. In 
addition, there is a dormer on one side 
of the roof for n bedroom and on the 
other side of the roof for a toilet, 
closet and part of another bedroom. 

The foundation walls of the house 
are of concrete up to grade and of 
face brick to the sills. A belt of wide 
rough clapboards girts the structure 
between the brick and tlie window 
sills. Above this line, the walls are 
finished with standard narrow bevel 
aiding up to the plate. The gables and 
the dormer walls are finished with 
Stained shingles. Tlie rough clup- 
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Firat-Fleer Plan. 

boards may be painted in some bar- 
monUing color which is nut too dark 
C'ld the tjini Is best finished In pure 
white, alnce contrast Is needed with 
the prevailing dark tunes of the walls. 

Ornamentation of the roof consists 
In the use of a aimple upeu rafter cor- 
nice and attraMive bracketa. A ape- 
dal omamenUtion feature ia the amall 
balcony at one end of the second floor, 
Bbov# the front porch. This balcony 
is supported by three cantilever beams 
which are securely anchored to the 
aeeood floor Joists. The rail uaed is of 
an emedaliy pleasing design. The 
second floor overhangs the porch at 
thla end of the building, three aolld 
square coltuena being oaed to carry the 


tirely around the inclosed space, there 
is a built-in seat. Thbre la a laKge 
window In the center of tbe forward 
wall of the nook. A colonnade separates 
the living room from the dining room, 
which completes the group. The din- 
ing room also has a three-window bny 
in the outer wall and a buffet is placed 
against tiie center of tbe wall opposite. 
A brpad seat is built Into the buy, add- 
ing the final touch to tbe scheme. 

French doors lead back from the 
dining room Into the breakfast room. 
Tbe outer walls of this room are pruc- 
ticnliy all glazed, which establishes 
this as one of the most pleasant fea- 
tures of the house. In the corner of 
the house adjacent to the breakfast 
room is grouped the rear entry, the 
kitchen and. near the center, the pan- 
try. The arrangement Is Ideal. The 
refrigerator Is placed Tn the entry and 
a door Is built In the wall for Icing It 
from the rear porch. Across tbe wall 
opposite the entrance there Is a shelf 
from the chlmrcy to the side wall. 
This shelf Is high enough so that the 
refrigerator sets under it. The most 
Interesting detail of this arrangement 
is the location of the serving pantry. 
This pantry connects the kitchen witli 
tbe dining room. There is a cased 
opening from it into tbe kitchen and 
a swinging door into tbe dining room. 
A cupboard occupies tbe wail toward 
the rear of tbe building. A slide is 
provided which extends out under the 
window in tbe hull between the pun- 
try and the breakfast porch. 

The first floor bedrooms are ar- 
ranged according to tbe best modern 
practice, which places them side by 
side with a connecting ball. Each 
bedroom closet is fitted with a shelf 
and a rail all around fur clothes books. 
Most contractors and builders will sug- 
gest that an iron pipe or wood rod be 
placed horizontally across the closet 
Just under the shelf, so that clothes 
placed on hangers may be hung there, 
greatly increasing the capacity of the 
closet and keeping the clothes in 
much better condition than if they 
were bung against tbe wall. 

The second floor is reached from the 
living room, tbe stair door being di- 
rectly in front of the vestibule. The 
stairs lead to the sewing room on the 
sei'uud floor which connects with an 
open ball leading to the bedrooms and 
toilet. There is a linen closet in this 
hall handy to the two bedrooms. These 
bedrooms are provided with closets 
and In tbe larger one there ia <^so a 
shelf Just behind the door as It swings 
open. The statement has been made 
that there la practically no outside 
exposure on the walls of tbe second 
floor rooms. This Is clearly iudlcated 
on the plan, which shows that tbere is 
plenty of storage space provided uu- 
der the roof along both sides of the 
building. These spaces are reached 
from the sewing room and from Um 
aieeping porch.

All five of the Board of SelectmcA 
attended the special town meeting 
last Friday evening, and occupied 
seats together on the front row, and 
all five spoke in advocacy of the re- 
building of our Town Home at once.

Selectman Hawes spoke at length 
in favor, saying it was idle to think 
we can get along without. Without 
a Town Home the town will be im- 
pose<l upon and the cost of the poor 
department will Increase rapidly. He 
moved as a substitute that the Home 
be rebuilt at once. 


.Mr. O'Brien raised the issue of 
no quorum and opposed rebuilding. 

Chairman Hanley of the Selectmen 
favored rebuilding at once. He 
allowed wherein the old Tufts school 
would not do even for temporary 
quarters. He told of the cost of 
boarding out inmates, especially hos' 
pltal cases. We have as good a 
matron and superintendent as any 
town 4n the State and should re- 
build. 

Theron Tirrell thought we could 
not vote Intelligently without more 
light. It was an unfavorable time to 
rebuild. 

Selectman Kelley asked if Mr. Tir- 
rell, as one of the committee on the 
E. B. Kevins schoolhouse, had ad- 
vocated slopping the work. Town 
sliould rebuild at once. It is posi- 
tively necessary. 

■Mr. O'Brien moved that wo ascer- 
tain whether 200 voters are present.

Very fine 
pin tucks (hand run In high-priced 
models), narrow lingerie laces, bead 
embroidery, satin and small buttons, 
together with hemstitching, have not 
been displaced by any other decorative 
features on crepe blouses, but lace 
tinted to match the material Is a new 
note. Much of the beadwork is bor- 
rowed from that of the American In- 
dian )n design, and a motif embroid- 


ered on the blouse Is continued In tabs, 
ends and tassels that hang free from 
the blouse. New styles in necks and 
openings at the back and on the shoul- 
ders are features to consider for the 
sake of variety. To the Joy of thin 
women, very elegant high-necked 
blouses are shown with high collars 
that are detachable. They fasten 
round a band with snap fasteners and 
may be token off and cleaned. Two 
or three collars to each blouse keep it 
in first-class order. 

The blouse shown in the picture is 
of georgette crepe with satin pipings 
and small satin-covered buttons. It 
has a round neck with fiat collar of 
satin, and fastens along the shoulder 
and under arm. 

The sleeves are full above the el- 
bow but shaped Into the forearm and 
lengthened with a pointed cuff over 
the hand. This particular sleeve Is a 
great favorite this season. A butter- 
fly, outlined In small, fine beads, makes 
a beautiful finishing touch at the front 



It Is the Day of Bags. 


The knitting bag has become a part 
of every well-regulated life, destined 
to hold Its place for the duration of 
the war. at least. But It Is only one 
of many kinds of bags all flourishing 
now In the smile of woman’s favor. 
There are such hosts of them that 
there Is simply no chance to surprise 
us, but cleverness of new designs and 
beauty of materials make them always 
interest I ng. 

Cretonne, denim, heavy brown linen, 
leather-eloth, silk, satin, and ribbons 
are used for making the large knitting 
bags that serve so many purposes. 
They are convenient for carrjMng home 
the work that women are doing for 
the army and navy, and for shopping, 
now that everyone Is urged to carry 
home small parcels for themselves. 
Regulation shopping bags, smaller than 
knitting bags, are made of ribbons and 
handsome fabrics ai»d are destined to 
a long season of popularity. One of 
the cleverest new bags is shown In the 
picture In two views. It Is very hand- 
attiue and Is made of four strips of 
wide ribbons sewed together length- 
wise. Two of the strips are of black 
satin and two of a brocaded pattern. 
The ends are gathered In a frill over 
small oval rings and fastened together 
with snap fasteners. In the picture 
the construction of the bag is shown 
at the left. It Is carried by means of a 
handle made of folded black satin rib- 
bon sewed to each end and triuiiued 
« ith two handsome tassels on one side. 
When folded, as shown at the right of 
the picture, the bag has two compan- 
ments. This particular bug Is very 
simple but so clever that we wonder 
why it was not thought out long ago. 

Bhopplug bags of this kind are fined 
with much smaller Iwgs, made to carry 


face powder and other necessaries of 
life In the city. Along with other bags 
they will come in for much attention 
at Christmas time. 

Pillow Sham Holder. 

The feature of the pillow sham 
holder, which is the Invention of a 
New York woman, is that It makes 
use of the familiar push pins as a 
means of holding the shams in place.

LESS MEAT IN OUR DIET. 

It Is no donht true that the major- 
ity of people buy for food the things 

that appeal to the 

purse and appetite 
rather than buying 
with reference to 
the nutritive value 
of food, and this In 
spite of the fact 
that papers, maga- 
zines, lecturers and 
food experts are 
dally bringing before ns the Impor- 
tance of food supply. Meat Is a popu- 
lar food because of Its flavor, due to 
certain substances, called extractives. 
These extractives are In no sense nutri- 
tious, but have a stimulating effect 
upon the appetite and digestive or- 
gans, so that they are valuable aids in 
the digestion of foods. Too much meat 
eating, however, dulls the taste for 
milder, less highly flavored foods, as 
candy spoils the appetite of the child 
for ploln brood and butter. 

One reason for the popularity of 
meals, such as steaks ond chop.s. Is 
thot they nioy be cooked and served In 
a few minutes. Meat being the main 
dish, other things having secondary 
Importance, helps to solve the every- 
day problem of whut to hove for din- 
ner. 

If tlie purse Is ample there Is no 
reason why we should exclude meat 
from our tables; but once a day for 
dinner Is often enough to serve. In 
many experiments carried on by stu- 
dents It has been shown that a de- 
crease of meat to one-sixth of the 
usual omount has made an actual in- 
crease in their capacity for physical 
endurance. 

Our faith in the strengthening prop- 
erty of meat has no doubt come down 
to us from our ancestors who from 
necessity lived largely on meat. 

We know by observation and statis- 
tics that the amount of meat con- 
sumed In our country Is gradually be- 
ing reduced and everybody concerned 
Is better in health for such restric- 
tions. 

As meat proteins are particularly 
liable to putrefaction in the intestinal 
I tract, these products through the ac- 
tivity of bacteria, are often poisonous, 
and when absoilted Into the system 
give rise to hosts of Ills. 

The foods which may take the place 
of meat supplying the body with all 
that it needs to repair waste and give 
heat and energy, are milk, eggs, cheese, 
nuts and peas and beans. By using 
these foods and cutting down the meat 
allowance the health will be better 
and Die purse heavier.

A FEW FRAPPE8 AND GRANITES. 

Frappes are real thirst quenchers es- 
pecially used to serve from the punch 
bowl at teas, receptions 
^ and dances. They are 
made of fruit juices, 
while the granites are 
another form of frappes 
In which the bits of fruit 
are used with the juice. 

Tea Frappe. — Boll a 
cupful of sugar and two 
cupfuls of water for five 
minutes. Add a pint of 
strong ten Inf uslon, 
freshly made and cooled, then the 
grated rind and juice of three orangea, 
the juice of two lemons and one can of 
grated pineapple. Freeze if desired or 
puck in a mold in equal parts of Ice 
and salt for three hours. Remove from 
the mold and garnish with slices of 
lemon or crushed mint leaves dipped In 
powdered sugar. 

Coffee Frappe. — Make the coffee of 
the desired strength, strain, cool and 
sweeten, place In a mold and pack in 
Ice and salt. Serve garnished with 
whipped cream. Chocolate or cocoa 
may he prepared In the same manner. 

Fruit Juice Frappe.— Take two cup- 
fuls of fruit juice, one cupful of sugar 
and two cupfuls of w’ater, the juice of 
two lemons. Cook the sugar and wa- 
ter for five minutes, cool and add the 
fruit juices. Bury In equal parts of Ice 
and salt for three hours. If a finer 
texture Is desired use one part of salt 
to two of ice and allow It to stand for 
five hours. 

Orange and Grape Juice Frappe.— 

Add one cupful of sugar to two cupfula 
of grape juice and one cupful of orange 
juice, with a fourth of a cupful of 
lemon juice. One cupful of cream may 
be added if desired. Fill the mold 
and pack as usual in ice and salL 
Garnish with whipped cream In serv- 

I ing. 

Cider Frappe.— To four cupfuls of 
I sweet rider add one-half cupful of 
! KUgar and the juice of a lemon. Freeze 
as usual. 

j Granites are made using a sugar 
sirup, with fruit juice and one or two 
cupfuls of crushed or chopped fruit. 
To four cupfuls of ripe cherries, cut 
I up after stoning, add two cupfuls of 
j sugar and the juice of a lemon. Flace 
In a mold in salt and Ice five hours.

NEWS REVIEW OF 
THE PAST WEEK 

Field Marshal Haig Opens New 
Offensive in Belgium 
East of Ypres. 

MAY CUT OFF U-BOAT BASES 


Genmani Start Another Lot of Peace 
Rumore — Kerensky Proclaims Rua- 

aian Republic But Must Curb Ex- 
treme Radicals — Labor Troublea 

in the United States. I

FoIIowlnif the usual devastatlu}; ar- 
tillery fire, a great attack on German 
positions In Belgium was begun by the 
British forces early Thursday morning. 
The offensive, tl>e fiercest of recent 
months, embraced a wide front east of 
Ypres. The first day’s fighting, which 
uvlll be known as the battle of Meiiln 
road, resulted in big gains for Field 
Marshal Haig's troops, especially In 
the important sector between the 
Ypres-Roulers railway and Hollebeke. 
The Germans resisted desperately and 
the British were coiupeled to advance 
over ground covered with water-filled 
•hell holes, bnrbed-wire entanglements 
and fallen trees and In the face of a 
murderous machine-gun fire from the 
many small concrete redoubts that 
have to a considerable extent, replaced 
the German front line trenches. But 
the British heavy artillery hud done 
Its work well, and the Tommies pu.shed 
abend, slaughtering tlie enemy or driv- 
ing them fur back. 

The Germans naturally knew the at- 
tack was coming, but could not foresee 
fust where It would be made. Haig's 
lelectlon of the field for this offensive 
Indicates that he Intends to try to 
force Ruprecht of Bavaria away from 
the Belgian coast and to cut off the 
Berman U-hont and airplane bases 
along the shore between Zeehrugge 
and Nieuport. Such n move by the 
British has Iteen looked forward to for 
a long time. 

Italiana Getting Ready. 

The Itnliuns seem to he gathering 
themselves fop another leap nt the 
throat of Austria, and their generals 
jeclnre they must and will administer 
to the foe a decisive defeat tn the field, 
and then tliey will be In a position to 
continue their advance on Trieste, and 
perhaps on I.aihach. Mennwltlle activ- 
ity In the 'I’rentino has Increased nn<l 
the Latins hit Uie Austrians there sev- 
eral times last week. Tliat the latter 
nave called on re-enforceraents wher- 
ever they could get them is evidenced 
py the presence of Turks among the 
prisoners taken by the Italians In re- 
cent days. 

Along the French front the few 
rhanges of t!»e week were at the ex- 
pense of the crown prince's forces. 
That fatuous young man is still try- 
ing to recover the plateaus of the 
Alsne and the lost positions near Yer- 
luu and sacrifices his soldiers with 
prodigality. 

German Psacs Rumora. 

That Germany Intends to make new 
peace proposals before many months 
becomes increasingly evident Last 
week saw the sending up of several 
'trial balloons" from Berlin, including 
an Industriously spread report that 
Great Britain had suggested terms, and 
a story that the kaiser would surren- 
der Belgium and restore It These 
feelers met with no sympathetic re- 
sponse by the allies. Great Britain 
dAtly denied the alleged peace offer; 
Premier Painleve reaffirmed France's 
determination to continue the war un- 
til Germany gave up Alaace-Ixirraine 
and pledged reparation for the dam- 
ages she has caused ; and America 
went steadily ahead with its tremend- 
ous preiwrationt. 

The German papers are permitted by 
the censor to dlacuaa the peace rumora 
freely, probably to prepare the people 
for some move by the government, but 
Oeither the German nor the Austrian 
government seems to he yet In the 
proper mood to command any consid- 
eration from the allies, which are all 
on their guard. 

The pope. It la reported, will send 
out osw peace proposals to the bellig- 


erent powers toward the end of thl.s 
month, and they will be more specific 
and enter Into more details than the 
former proposals. Germany’s reply to 
the pope’s first note Is said to accept 
the greater part of his plan hut con- 
tains no specific doclurntlons concern- 
ing Belgium. Austria’s answer has 
been sent, hut la negligible. 

Argentina to Break Relations. 

Geniinny’s diplomatic bungling hn.s 
added unotlier to the list of her ene- 
mies, for the Luxburg Incident nnd 
Berlin’s Inadequate explnnntlons have 
Induced the Argentina senate to vote 
to break off relations with Oer- 
mnny. It was the last great food- 
producing nation tn the list of 
neutrals, and Its action will result 
In big benefit to the allies In the re- 
striction of exports of meat and grain 
to neutral countries from which they 
might find their way to the central na- 
tions. If Argentina takes an active 
part In the war, she can muster an 
army of 15)8,000 men and has a navy 
that includes many powerful and mod- 
ern vessels. 

Sweden — the poor goat — Is still In 
distress over the trouble Into which 
Oennan duplicity has dragged her, and 
Is demanding explanations from Berlin 
nnd sending evasive notes to Washing- 
ton nnd Buenos Aires. Her lenders as- 
sert that she shall not be forced Into 
the war on either side. Meanwhile 
she Is pleading with America for food- 
stuffs to keep from suffering the peo- 
ple who are likely to be the innocent 
victims of the stupidity of the ofilctals. 

Situation in Russia. 

Premier Kerensky started the week 
off with a stirring proclamation declar- 
ing Russia to be a republic. He then, 
with four of his colleagues, undertook 
to conduct the government until the 
first congress meets on September 2.'5 
to frame a constitution nnd name a 
new ministry. Next he sent a scath- 
ing telegram to the Baltic fleet de- 
man.Ung that the men cease their ex- 
ces.see and restore order, and the fol- 
lowing day he undertook the reorgani- 
zation of the army, beginning by sup- 
pressing the activities of the self-con- 
st liuted committees among the sol- 
diers; he also ordered the arrest of 
General Kaledlnes, hetman of the Cos- 
sacks, whose loyalty to the govern- 
ment was doubtful. At this point 
Kerensky ran against two snags. The 
radicals gained control of the coun- 
cil of soldiers nnd workmen and de- 
manded that the power of ruling the 
republic shotild be assumed at once 
by the coumil, acting In conjunction 
with the council of peusunts. The 
leaders of the former council, who 
have linked It with the government, 
nt once resigned. The Maximalists In 
the army groups strongly opposed the 
order barring politics from the nrmy. 
The otlier snag was the attitude of the 
Cossacks. Tltpy demanded that the 
order for the arrest of Kaledlnes be 
canceled, nnd a delegation of loyalists 
went to Cossack hemtquarters to In- 
vestigate conditions. 

Kerensky and the new republic are 
by no means out of the woods yet, but 
It begins to look us If they would tri- 
umph over the forces of disorder and 
disloyalty. Certainly the soldiers at 
the front are making a better showing 
than for some time past. The north- 
ern armies stopped their retreat to- 
ward Petpograd and turned on the 
pursuing Germans, driving them hack 
toward HIga and retaking a number 
of towns. In the south Kusslan troops 
co-operated with the Roumanians In 
their stout attacks on the Invading 
Teutons. 

Coming to Tholr Bontoa. 

Mayor Thompson of Chicago, for 
long In bis petty way one of our moat 
persistent opponents of the govern- 
ment’s conduct of the war, has aeen a 
great light and issued a praclamatlon 
calling on "all patriotic citizens to 
stand by our country in times of con- 
troversy’’ and bidding Godspeed to the 
men of the National army. Thompson’s 
friends say be never has been unpa- 
triotic, but was misled by certain 
“durk forces" among his associates — 
which is defending his loyalty at the 
expense of his intelligence. 

It Is gratifying to note, also, the 
signs of change of outward expression. 
If not of heart, on the part of some 
j of the Genuan-Auierican newspapers. 
' following the government's raid on the 
office of one of the worst of them In 
Philadelphia. One of the Milwaukee 
papers has become suddenly patriotic, 
and another. In Oregon, has changed 
Its name to the Portland AinericHu 
and will be prioted wholly In EnglUh.

Many Labor Troubles. 

Despite the undoubted patriotism 
and energetic efforts of President Gom- 
pers of the American Federation of 
Labor, the government hi having a lot 
of trouble with strikes of organize*! 
labor and only strenuous work and 
cleverness on the part of Its mediators 
prevent the disastrous tying up of In- 
dustries whose continued operation Is 
necessary to successful currying on of 
the war. The latest Important In- 
stance of this began last Monday when 
some 25,000 Iron workers at San Fran- 
cisco .struck for higher wages and 
stopped work on $150,000,000 worth of 
government contracts for ship build- 
ing. The federal shipping hoard of- 
fered to pay one-half of any wage In- 
creases for companies making not 
more than 10 per cent profit on com- 
mandeered ships, the ship builders 
agreed to consider the men’s demands, 
nnd prospects for ending the strike 
were good. 

In New Orleans and New York sev- 
eral thousand longshoremen went on 
strike for various reasons, and there 
was similar trouble In other localities. 

Being seriously disturbed over the 
labor situation, especially in the Pa- 
cific coast and Rocky mountain re- 
gions, President Wilson on Thursday 
appointed a special commission, head- 
ed by Secretary of Labor Wilson, to 
visit the states where these difilcuttles 
exist and endeavor to bring about 
working arrangements for the period 
of the war at least. The other mem- 
bers of the commission are Col. J. L, 
Spangler of Pennsylvania, V. Z. Reed 
of Colorado, John H. Walker of Illinois 
and E. P. Marsh of Washington. 

The war convention of American 
business men in session at Atlantic 
City was lectured rather sharply by 
Secretary of Labor Wilson, and there- 
upon adopted resolutions as follows: 

“That no atteiupts he made by busi- 
ness to change labor conditions and 
that labor make no efforts to force 
union recognition or changes in stand- 
ards. 

"Thut tliere be no profiteering In 
husin«‘S8 to give rise to labor unrest. 

"That business recommend to the 
government creation of u government 
hoard representing labor, capital and 
the luihllc to settle all iuaj<jr disputes 
and thut the hoards' decisions he bind- 
ing on both sides. 

"Thut Industry cull on labor to co- 
operate in making It plain there will 
he no strikes or lockouts while adjust- 
ments are being made.” 

Board to Rult Sugar Supply. 
Protection and regulation of the su- 
gar supply was taken up Thursday and 
an International committee of five was 
named for the distribution of sugar 
among the allied and neutral nations. 
The same day the beet augur pro- 
ducers signed an agreement with the 
food administration to sell to whole- 
salers at seaboard refining points for 
7% cents a pound, maximum. Retail 
prices usually being from one-half to 
three-fourths of a cent higher, the 
price to the consumer Is expected to 
be about 8 cents a pound. The caoe 
sugar men are expected to take sim- 
ilar action. In these mutters and la 
arrangementa concerning potatoes, 
wheat and other foodstuffs, Admlals- 
trutor Hoover U acting with energy 
and precision. He says the victor la 
the war will be the aide that can bold 
out longest against atarvatlou, and la 
going ahead on that Hue. 

The copper Interests havs volun- 
tarily fixed upon li3Vk cents a pound, 
f. o. b. New York, as the price of cop- 
per for tile next four mouths, and this 
has been approved by the war indus- 
tries board and the president 
The congressional coufereuco com- 
mittee on the trading with the enemy 
bill has added to it a provision for the 
i-eus-iriiig of cables and foreign malls. 
This Is the result of a government In- 
vestigation showing that Information 
has been reaching Germany through 
uncensored cables and letters that ap- 
parently were of a harmless bualnaaa 
natura:

Oocausc of the new law relative to the taxation of intiangibic property, 
the Asweaaors report a loss of 11,839,709.00 in the assessed valuation of Wey- 
mouth this year, the total valuation being $11,141, 024.00 against $12,981,333.- 
00 in 1916. 

There was an increase of $180,998.00 In Teal estate, and a loss of $553,. 
788.00 in personal estate. 

The gain in new building was surprisingly small, only $10,039.00, while 
the gain in land values was $171,959.00, 

Tthe total tax levy is over $10,000,000 less than last last year, so that 
the assessors were able to announce a reduction of 30 cents in tlic tax rate pel* 
$1,000 — a Tate of $20.70 a^ailnst $21.00 last year.

Within historic times It has 
caused the death of untold millions 
of human beings through Its dissemi- 
nation of the bubonic plague. 

Get Menthol From Japan. 

Before the war about half the men- 
thol crystals exported from .Tnpnn 
were sent to Germany. Since the out- 
break of the war the United States 
has he<'oine the largest purchaser of 
these crystals, followed in order by 
Great Itrllaln, P'rnnee and British In- 
dia. The price has varied from .52 to 
$2.f>0 a pound during the last five 
years, remaining most of the time near 
the higher mark. Recent Improve- 
ments in the process of manufacture 
have kept the price within reasonable 
limits In spite of a considerable In- 
crease In the demand since the begin- 
ning of the war.

Camp Libiariet to Supply Soldiers 
With Best Reading Matter 


Nothing Is being left undone for the 
comfort snd mental recreation of the 
men who are preparing to serve their 
country In the various training camps ' 
and enntonmenta throughout the coun- 
try. The Y. M. C. A. was early In the 
field and besides Its many activities, 
providing for the moral and spiritual 
welfare of the men. it did all It could 
to provide proper reading matter for 
them. Rut the nee<l of libraries fur- 
nished In a more adequate and scien- 
tific way was ao largely felt that the 
United States government requested 
the American Library association to 
undertake the work. 

At once. It was decided to raise a 
mllllon-dollar war fund ; not so much 
for the purchase of books as for the 
erection of suitable library buildings 
at every cantonment ; for the transpor- 
tation of books and for the purpose of 
securing the service of skilled librari- 
ans. Tlie first step in the formation of 
the organization in charge of the mll- 
llon-dollar war fund was the appoint- 
ment by Secretary of War Newton D. 
Baker of ten nationally known men 
and women to constitute a library war 
council. 

United, and co-operating with the 
war service committee are most of 
the prominent authors of the United 
States; praetlcnlly all of the publish- 
ers, who have proved willing volun- 
teers; and practically all of the leading 
members of the library profession. All 
these are working in conjunction with 
the library war council, the commis- 
sion on training camp activities and 
the war department itself. 

One of the heaviest Items of expense 
at the beginning of the work la the 
erection of 32 camp-library buildings 
at the various cantonments throughout 
the country. Each building will be 40 
by 120 feet In size, one-story high, and 
will have accommodations for 8,(XX) or 
10,000 books, newspapers and maga- 
zines, and living quarters for the staff. 
It is hoped and expected that each of 
these libraries will be in charge of a 
trained librarian. In each camp it is 
planned to have a library headquarters 
with books and periodicals for read- 
ing-room use, together with a system 
of distributing agencies; affording to 
the soldiers a kind of first-class city 
public library service. 

A careful survey of the entire field 
determined that $1 is the amount nec- 
essary for the purchase, maintenance 


and circulation of one hook, OM dol- 
lar, It has been flgtired, will furnish a 
book, keep It In circulatinn until It Is 
worn out, replace It when It la retired 
for physical disability, and all the time 
pay a share of the expense of properly 
honsing and caring for these libraries 
in the various camps. 

It Is not to he imagined that the stu- 
pendous task of furnishing the sol- 
diers with books; equipping, establish- 
ing and maintaining libraries, both sta- 
tionary and traveling, is undertaken 
with, pHmarlly, an educational idea. 
The books are needed not only to pro- 
vide recreation for the soldiers when 
they are off duty, but to help coun- 
teract evil Influences In the ' vicinities 
of tho camps and cantonments. Books 
to rend will help to make the camps so 
wliolcsotne and attractive that the 
forces that tend to take men away 
from their duty will lose, at least p^rt, 
of their clinrni. 

There is no desire on the part of the 
Ajuerlcan Library nssnciutlon nor the 
library war counoll to thrust educa- 
tional hooks at the heads of men al- 
rondy fired from training and from 
figlitlng and who would desire rocron- 
tlon rntlier tlmn tho acquisition of 
knowledge. The aim has been and will 
be to provide in ahundnuce volumes of 
short stories and novels of the more 
popular sort; and these when they are 
purchased, from tlie present, fund, will 
be selected with all the acumen that 
comes to men whose lives have been 
spent in lll)rary service. A tentative 
list has already been prepared, and 
that It Is tremendously democratic may 
be gleaned from the fact that it starts 
out with W. J. Abbot’s “Battlefields 
and Camp Fires” and includes novels 
by George Ade, Balzac, John Kendrick 
Bangs, James M. Barrie, Rex Beach, 
Hilaire Belloc, William Black, Booth 
Tarkington, Meredith Nicholson, Rob- 
ert W. Chambers, Hall Caine, Winston 
Churchill, a. K. Chesterton, Wilkie Col- 
lins, Irvin Cobb, Marion Crawrford, 
Richard Harding Davis, Charles Dick- 
ens, W. M. Thackeray, Conan Doyle, 
I.ord Dunsany, Jeffrey Farnol, Edna 
Ferber, Montague Glass and — but one 
could go on and make a list of prac- 
tically all the popular American and 
foreign authors and thut list would 
probably prove a pretty accurate cata- 
logue of the books that are to be fur- 
nished the American soldier, wherever 
be may be, by the library war council.

Chinese Docile Starvers. 

No other roce is as docile as the Chi- 
nese in times of famine, according to 
the National Geographic Magazine. 
Their resignation in the face of calam- 
ity is amazing. For instance. In the food 
shortage of 1906-7 a starving army of 
800, CKX) peasants camped beneath the 
walls of the city of Tslnkiangpu. The 
grain warehouses of the town, a place 
of 200,000 Inhabitants, were overflow- 
ing with wheat, maize and rice, and 
these supplies were constantly on dis- 
play; yet there were no riots. The 
thousands outside the walls sat them- 
Bolves down to die, while those within 
continued to transact the ordinary af- 
fairs of everyday life. 

During this faiiiine parents found It 
necessary to sell their daughters to 
wealthy families in wlilcli they became 
slave girls. Early in the period of dis- 
tress girls of ten to fifteen years of age 
brought us much as $‘20 each, but w hen 
the suffering was most severe the cus- 
tomary quotation in the slave market 
was 60 cents each, while In one in- 
stance a father is known to have ae- 
cejited 14 cents and two bowls of rice 
lu exchange fur his child.

I Woman Who Gives New Life 
To Old Clothes Is Aiding 
In Conservation Movement. 

In those times when there Is a short- 
age not only of food materials, hut also 
of textile stuffs, the woman who can 
clothe herself and her family at a 
minimum expense Is "doing hor hit" 
Just as much as the woman whose 
garbage can fills slowly or the man 
who makes two potatoes grow where 
none grew before, declares Beryl Dix- 
on, of the Colorado State Agricultural 
college. 

Many articles of clothing that In or- 
dinary times would he discorded with- 
out a second thought may, with a lit- 
tle care, be freahone<l up and made to 
serve another period of usefulness. 

Woolen goods may be satisfactorily 
clconseil by washing In warm water 
with snap solution or soap hark. Soap 
bark Is prepared for use by letting five 
cents’ worth stand In two quarts of 
water for on hour and then straining it 
into lukewarm water In which the 
material is to be washed. Water of 
j the some temperature should be used 
for both washing and rinsing. Press 
woolens when almost dry, on the wrong 
side, with n warm Iron. 

Most grease spots may be removed 
with naphtha soap and warm water. 
Chomloal or dry cleaning will remove 
grease sjaits by dissolving the fat. The 
donning liquid mny he other, chloro- 
form, enrhon tetrachloride, gasoline, 
naphtha or benzine. The last three 
should ho used In tho ojicn air If pos- 
sible. They imist lie used away from 
a fire or a (lame of any kind. 

On silks or satins, rub the grease 
spot with a thin paste made of benzine 
and cnriionate of magnesia. Tlie lieii- 
zlne evai»orates and the magnesia will 
alisorl) the grease and can he hruslied 
off. Very often dry French chalk or 
powdered niagnesin alone will ntisorh 
the grease, several applications some- 
times lieing necessary. A warm Iron 
I and blotting paper will remove some 
I grouse spots. 

Every Bird and Beast Makes 
A Noise That’s All Its Own. 

If a complete list could be made of 
the distinctive names by which the 
noises produced by birds and beasts 
are called, it would be found that there 
are few duplicates. We may Judge this 
even by the most common, says an ex- 
change. The horse neighs, the sheep 
bleats, the cow lows, the pig grunts 
and squeals, the turkey gobbles, the 
hen cackles, the cock crows, the goose 
hisses, the duck quacks, the cat mews, 
the dog barks, the Wolf howls, the lion 
roars, the bull bellows, the sparrow 
chirps, the pigeon coos, the frog croaks, 
the rook caws, the monkey chatters, 
the elephant trumpets, the camel 
grunts, the stag calls, the rabbit 
screams — only when wounded, the don- 
key brays, the bee hums, the fly buzzes, 
the grasshopper chirrups, the swallow 
twitters, the chick peeps, the bound 
bays and the owl hoots. 

Perhaps the best w’ord for the sound 
a cricket makes is used by Tennyson. 
“Not a cricket chirr’d," he writes In 
“In Memoriam,” although the word 
would fit the grasshopper better per- 
haps. Tennyson prided himself on his 
exact word for the noises made by bird 
and beast. Thus he speaks of the 
“moan of doves," the robin’s “pipe,” 
the woodpecker’s “laugh,” the curlew’s 
“whistle," the Jay’s “scritch," the par- 
rot’s “scream," the peacock’s “squall,” 
tho ocean-fowl’s “shriek," und the 
’eagle’s “yelp."

Million and a half 
of them in the United 
States pty)udto fight 
for Uncle Sam:: 
Those in the Domin- 
ion show ancient 
hate for England^ 
once their conquerer 


» N THE United States a mil- , 
lion and a half Frenrh- | 
Cnnadiane are proud to | 
make war for Uncle Sam. | 
Those In ORnada have* ro- , 
fused to volunteer for scrv- | 
ice and have fought con- , 
srription dangerously and fiercely. | 
They declare that fighting for Canada is , 
fighting for England, once their con- . 
qucror. Why all the rumpus? We pre- i 
sent here an analysis of the situation . 
by Yvonne LeMnltre, a French-Cana- | 
dian. Her article is taken from the 
Boston Transcript, and says In part : , 

The one great striking fact about 
the behavior of the French-Canadlans , 
on the Yankee side of the line — or 
French-Atnerlcans, ns they w’ant to be ' 
called — Is the contrast with the nttl- | 
tude of their Quebec cousins. Their 
response to the call has been splendid. 
According to recruiting officers, they 
and the Itallaus are the two racial 
groups which have furnished the larg- 
est proportion of volunteers In New 
England. And since the coining of the 
draft, not only have they been prompt- 
ly and patriotically acquiescent to the 
nation’s demand, but have filed fewer 
exemption claims, again according to 
official report from the stations, than 
any other element In the population 
of foreign stock. 

Aside from this patriotic Americon 
war spirit, their sympathy and affec- 
tionate regard for France Is lively ; 
there is scant friendship for Britain, 
and interest In Cunadiiin affairs Is 
keen among the older people and prac- 
tically absent among the younger. 

Lowell, with Its population of some 
28,000 people of French name and 
race. Is a shining spot for the study of 
this “triple patriotism’’ — If one may 
dare the term — involving a race twice 
transplanted and as often de-natioual- 
Ized and re-nationnllzed. 

The natives of France in Lowell are 
few, and chiefly represented by priests 
In charge of the largest French Cath- 
olic parish In the city and by members 
of a religious brotherhood, the Mur- 
Ists, In charge of the boys’ parochial 
school in the same parish. Several of 
these Marists are at the front, having 
at once responded when the call came 
from France early in the war. One 
was killed on his first day under fire. 
So this calm home of a French Cath- 
olic brotherhood In Lowell, surrounded 
by a delightful garden, with a charm- 
ing view on the Merrimuc, is a spot 
where the war is very much of a 
reality and every mail from France an 
event. 

Lowell’s French-Canadtan stock, like 
all others submitted to Uncle Sum’s 
alchemy, varies greatly in degrees of 
American assimilation. It has the two 
extremes, of complete assimilation and 
utter “hyphenation,’’ and all the shades 
between. By the newspapers they 
read ye shall know them 1 Lowell has 
a large enough contingent of the older 
Freneh-Cunndluns who subscribe to La 
I'resse and La Fatrle of Montreal and 
to Le Devoir, Boiirassa’s organ, and to 
whom Canada is still very near; 
they are the ones interested lu the 
conscription quarrel In the Dominion. 
It has a much larger number who read 
only American papers, young people 
bom In “les Etuts" and who insist that 
they are Amerieuns first, lust and all 
the time — that species of eagle-spread- 
lug adopted son which Uncle knows 
how and likes to turn out, “plus roy- 
aliste que le rol,” mure Catholic Uian 
the pope and more American than the 
Father of Hla Country. It has taken 
the Frencb-Canadlan atock longer to 
evolve this type, perhaps, tlian It has 
t^en the Irish stock, probably because 
of the difference lu languages and a 
greater attachment of the French- 
Canadlans to their own schools. But 
there Is no questioning ths fact that 
It has very much arrived, and Is bound 
to be an ever-energtzlng factor In the 
political advancement and general ma- 
terial progress of the race In New 
I England. 

I The American end of the war eomea 
home vividly to New England’s Freoch- 
Cansdlans because of tbe extraordi- 
nary fecundity of tbe race. In which 
reei>ect they differ so markedly from 
their “cousins de France.’’ The pro- 
portion of young meu of military age 
among them U strikingly large be- 
cause their families are so prolific. 
One Lowell family alone bad five con- 
scripts — not oae of whom, by the way,

cinimid exemption — five brothers, aged 
twenty-one, twenty-three, twenty-five, 
twenty-.seven and twenty-nine years, 
respectively. Another family had four 
sons of draft age, and six others had 
three nplwe — eight French-Aniericnn 
families, in brief, furnishing the ninas- 
ing number of 27 conscripts. 

Young Frcnch-Ainerlcan men In I.iOW- 
ell — home, by the way, of George 
Charette, one of the “heroes of the 
Merrlmac” of Spanish war fame — had 
always In peace times enlisted to a no- 
ticeable extent In the regular anuy 
and navy and In the national guard. 
As one officer of the latter organiza- 
tion put It : “The French boys always 
were strong for the national guard." 
Upon the call to arms, the rc8pon.se of 
these same “French hoys’’ was strik- 
ing. In spite of the circumstances of 
so ninny of them, forcing abstention 
because of dependents to support, vol- 
unteering was brisk with them in all 
branches of the service. When the 
draft cams Into operation. Military 
District Number 4, corresponding to 
Ward 6, Lowell’s banner “French 
ward,” had only 08 men to call to fill 
Its quota, so numerous had been the 
voluntary eiilistraeuts, or “credits,” in 
the section. 

A recruiting officer In Lowell, who 
had hetm previously stationed In sev- 
eral other New England cities, showed 
mo a pgge of Ills register where 10 of 
the HO volunteers’ names It contained 
were French, and he reported a simi- 
lar willingness of the “French boys” 
to serve wlierever he had been. This 
page was of course exceptional, but no 
page In the book was without several 
French names. They ranged all the 
way from that of a prosperous young 
lawyer to that of a woodchoifper w’ho 
phonetically signed “Arment," the 
named he shared with the lover of tbe 
Dame aux Camelias. 

The five Lowell units of the nation- 
al guard went Into camp with one- 
fourth or over of their men French- 
Americans, while many more, accord- 
ing to an officer, had at some time 
tried to Join and been “turned down” 
for various reasons. One company of 
the railroad engineers’ reserve, num- 
bering 1 g 5 men now in France en- 
gaged In railroad building, was organ- 
ized and Is captained by a Lowell 
French-Conadlan, who naturally sought 
among his compatriots for volunteers 
and secured the larger part of them 
from their ranks. A company of the 
state guard In Iiowell Is composed to 
a mna of “I'reuch buys” and captained 
by one, those same “Fiench boys" be-_ 
Ing older men with dependents who 
could not otherwise serve, ^but who 
are all patriotically anxious to give 
whut they cun. I'lattsburg commis- 
sions have also been sought and se- 
cured. 

Patriotism has been shown In vari- 
ous other ways. A French-Aiuerican 
group of the Red Cross has been 
formed, and knitting Is fust and furi- 
ous among the French girls. Priests 
In the French churches have preached 
volunteering. Earlier In the war one 
young priest stirred social gatherings 
at the Association Cathollque, tbe 
largest organization of French-Amer- 
lean men iu the city, by passionate 
appeals fur voluntary service under 
the American colors. That organiza- 
tion alone has over 00 volunteers now 
wearing khaki or the sailor’s blue. 

In brief, all reports tend to show 
that the one million and a half people 
of French-Cuiiadian stock In the 
United States are gladly and even 
eagerly accepting war service, while 
two million of the same people In Can- 
ada are apparently opposing It “en 
bloc." Whut can be tbe reason for 
thin striking difference of attitude? 

The English colonies In 1770 became 
American of their own volition. Tbe 
French of Canada became English In 
1703 by force of conquest. Eagland 
to the American colonials was tbe 
burden sliuken off ; France, to the 
Canadian colonials, the lust treasure. 

“There Is no logic,” a young Amer- 
ican once said to me, “about the 
French-Cunadlan affection for France 
and the corresponding dislike of Eng- 
land — one bom of tbe other — after a 
century and a half of English rule. It 
is mere sentiment. Political, that Is, 
practically, France’s name la erased 
from tbe Canadian cousclousneaa.” 

The aeutlmentul link with France 
has naturally remained stronger with 
the educated clasaea. It always does. 
The cultured lose more lu losing the 
ancestral laud because they hud pos- 
sessed more of that land’s heritage. 

This Is what baa puzzled Americans 
so much — tbe contradiction In the Que- 
bec Frenchman’s refusal to serve when 
he Is described as still food of France. 
This contradiction, however, la not 
wholly contradictory. The ancient 
French blood bond, tbe occult and 
mighty pact of race, Is still tbe ob- 
scure root of many things, and It can- 
not be Ignored In “getting at" the 
complex feeling of Freuch-Amertcaus 
on the attitude of their Quebec cousins 

e 

added to tbe midsummer Christmas 
holidays. I'hls gave about eight weeks’ 
vacation, during which tbe larger boys 
assisted lu sheep shearing, fruit-plck- 
lug. hup gathering and other outdoor 
work. Last Christmas a number of 
schoolboys did Ibis and some of them 
earned from $00 upward. 

Some measure of the kind was nec- 
essary, owing to the steady deplettos 
of labor by conacrtptlou. Men At only 
for home military service w«ra organ- 
I ized for war work though women 
' were not. But If the ww loaf coo- 


In the war — an Ariadne's weh made 
up of both condemnation and approval 
of the Quebec reluctance to serve. 

Willing as they have shown them- 
selves to help Uncle Sam make “the 
world safe for demoernoy," In general 
they do not condemn their Canadian 
kin-folk, and commentary almost In- 
variably opens with a condoning: “Oh, 
well. In Canada, It Isn’t the same 
thing.” 

Whyt Not all of the "French boys” 
who have gone gladly Into the Amer- 
ican ranks can clarify their feeling 
Into so many words, hut the secret of 
It is certainly this: as American citi- 
zens snd soldiers of the United States, 
they feel part of a proud sovereign 
nation "making” war; Canada, on the 
contrary, Is only "participating” In the 
war, and the Quebec cousin, If he 
fights, only “fights for England.” 

In certain Prench-Cnnadlan minds 
hostility to anything English In Itself 
Is nataral. And this hostility Is pre- 
cisely corollary to the attachment for 
France, vanquished by England on 
Canadian soil a century and a half 
ago, and such as have It will not fight 
for England at any price, even with 
France involved In the quarrel as It is 
today. It is sentiment, "reasons that 
reason does not know,” and an Irish- 
man understands Just what it means. 

Add to this fundamental hostility to 
Britain which is of the blood, the bit- 
terness of the bilingual war between 
the French and English factions In 
Canada, the multiplying grievances of 
Jean Baptiste In regard to the rele- 
gating of French to the rank of an 
“accomplishment” In tbe Manitoba and 
Ontario schools, the rumbles of that 
"guerre de races” he hears of with 
every visit of a relative from tbe 
North, and the New England cousin 
of Jean Baptiste is apt enough to ex- 
claim: They have reason in Quebec I 
To hell with helping tbe English In the 
wafl** 

Besldea the merely sentimental, 
there are the “thoughtful” spmpathli- 
ers for Quebec, keener students of the 
question. In these same people there 
is no dream of resisting the draft here, 
It Is even approved of as the wisest 
war measure President Wilson could 
take to have Imposed It at once with- 
out asking the people to vote on It. 
But with one voice they say that In 
Canada “ce n’est pas la meme cboae” 
and that to Impose conscription on a 
little country of 7,000,000 inhabitants 
which has already volunteered 400,000 
soldiers is tyranny. Note here tbe 
subtle dlfferedbe in the “sense of coun- 
try” and tbe “sense of colony,” as It 
were. French-Americans here feel 
that they are fighting "for their coun- 
try” and the draft is Just. Canadians 
In their eyes are colonials who are 
“helping,” who have first of all tbe 
right to decide whether they will do 
It or not. 

L’Etoile, the Lowell French paper, 
has taken an emphatic stand against 
conscription In Canada; also against 
the recruiting of New England French 
Canadians for Canada’s forces. Cana- 
dian recruiting officers recently on tour 
iu New England have been tbe butt of 
acerb aspersions from that quarter. 
“Serve the great cause under tbe Stars 
and Stripes,” *relterate8 the editor, 
“don’t go to Canada to serve by the 
side of English fruncopbobes and fan- 
atics." This attitude has been char- 
acteristic of the French-Amerleen 
press of New England, consisting of 
some 10 or 12 sheets distributed among 
the larger textile centers, with but an 
exception or two. It has patriotically 
“rooted” for volunteer service under 
the American colors on the part of 
Frencb-Amerlcuus, and In the same 
breath defended tbe Quebec French 
who refused to enlist under the British 
colors. 

In the bilingual quarrel the French- 
Amerlcan press naturally sided with 
tbe French element, contending that 
its rights were trampled upon, and 
the present hostility to English effortg 
In Canada is a resultant. 

By these extremists tbe big word 
annexation Is pronounced. “Would oot 
Canada be much better off If It were 
American?’’ they aak. 

At tbe other end of tbe bridge ars 
found those who bitterly denounce the 
Quebec cousins as traltoru, rebels, cow- 
ards, etc., and have not enough words 
to paint them black. “What I” ex- 
claimed one fervid dtizeo, “before the 
war didn’t that Natlouallat crew and 
other *patriote’ sing La MarselUqlae 
with tears lu their eyes? And didn’t 
they clamor 'itestona Francals 1’ on 
every roof? Their very salvation, and 
that of Canada Itself, demanded that 
they should carefully keep their aklrta 
from tbe contamloatlng English, and 
above all remain themselves, remain 
French. And now that France la 
clutched by the thrust, (heir refrain 
has suddenly changed to ‘We are Oaaa- 
dlana, neither Frenchmen nor English- 
men I This war Is none of our affair I’ 
1 must say that those people pass my 
comprehension. — Boston Transcript.

THE SECOND UBEMY lOANi 

By Raymond Comatock ot "th# 
Vigllantea.’’ 

Americans have above many oth- 
er chanicterlstlcB a icMitaiion wtth 
other nations for their staying qiuU- 
Itles. Stlck-to-lt-lve-nesB is tho 
term that classes .American a;iiTToa- 
BlvenesB. In or groat Industries, In 
the fields of Invention, exploration, 
and construction, wo have won by 
our indomitable stlck-to-it-lve-ness 
a reputation that tho world expects us 
to sustain. 

. And in this great war for democ- 
racy, wo faco the hugest undertak- 
ing of our life ns a nation. The 
Amcrlcnii iieoplo from const to const 
chimed in loyally at tho first call for 
funds to supiHirt their nation In Its 
Btrugglo with tho German autocracy. 
Tho swamping over-subscription was 
a solar-plexus blow to Pnisstanlsm. 
It spelt unity of purpose In a great 
nation, where German propagandists 
Lad declared unity dirt not exist. 
Germany gasped — and knew then that 
the American people, ns a people In- 
divisible and strong, worn in the war. 

But — the first Liberty Loan was 
only a beginning — was but tho val- 
iant clangor of the lAberty Bell call- 
ing US to arise and defend America. 
A second groat loan, — presumably 
three billions this time, — and then a 
third, a fourth, and more will fol- 
low. They are the fuel with which 
America can win this war. And our 
reputation for atlck-to-lt-lve-ncse la 
at stake. In the manner of our stand- 
ing behind these loans. 

It is not a matter of surging gen- 
ertislty by Individuals. Nor Is it a 
proiKisitlon alone of vast subscrip- 
tions by tho very wealthy. The Sec- 
ond Liberty Loan, and the third, and 
each succeeding one must be achieved 
by the consistent backing ot all the 
citizens. Wo, each one of us, must 
face it as an Individual responsibility. 
The allowance for Liberty Loan sub- 
Bcriptioi'iS should be as much an item 
of the regular family budget during 
tho period of the war, as Is tho al- 
lowance, education, rent, or taxes In 
our liomes. For, without systematic, 
loyal. Individual support by all the 
citizens, the war loans cannot suc- 
ceed, and we are likely to find our- 
selves without tho homes to budget 
for. • 

It matters not how groat our con- 
tribution of loved ones, or of per- 
sonal BorvlcGs; to every citizen of 
the United States there Is this oth- 
er duty which must bo faced. Let 
us plan now, therefore, to meet our 
obligation In War Loan No. 2. We 
can class tho outlay under "Higher 
Life” or as "Overhead." Unless we 
face the war loans as our Individual 
responsibilities, wo are likely to see 
tho day when we yearn for both. 
The whole people of America is called 
upon to, pay this systematic tax as 
called for, to the perpetuation of 
ihelr life, liberty, and pursuit of 
lapplnoss.

Charm of Crepes. 

There is a prediction that crepes of 
luuny sorts will be decidedly fashion- 
able next year. And for that we are 
thankful, su.V8 a fashion writer. We 
have all learned of the cliurm of crepes 
of various sorts in the last few sea- 
sons. when georgette aud other crei>e 
fabrics have been In such wide vogue. 
I’erhaps one of the chief charms about 
crepe Is that It clings and fulls in such 
soft and attractive folds aud lines. 
Moreover, it Is eminently prucllcul. for 
it does not show wrlukles. 

Shirring by Machine. 

An easy and quick way to make 
shirring on a sewing machine Is to 
loosen the tension to make the Ihreud 
draw easily, lengthen the stitch uud 
sew across your material us many 
times as you desire rows of shirring. 
Then pull the uuder thread tighter 
I and you will iiuve us eveu shirring as 
I if done by hand, uud It will wear 
much better. 

Flowered Tea Coata. 

Cliarmlug tea coats are of flowered 
mousseliue de sol, wi.th wide slits at 
the waist, through which strands of 
allkea heads are passed.

PALATABLE COLD THINGS. 

These are always favorites at all 

times under most clrcumstancea and 

conditions. 

Oatmeal Bevtr- 
age. — This la a 
drink which Is ea- 
poclnlly cooling, 
and a great favor- 
ite on the farm. 
Take a quarter of 
a pound of oat- 
meal. one cupful 
of sugar and the strained Juice of two 

lemuns. Add a half cupful of boiling 
water to the oatmoal, mix tlte other In- 
gredients and potfr Into a gallon of 
boiling water, stir well, put through a 
sieve and chill before serving. 

Apple Water. — Core, pare and cut 
four apples In small pieces, then put 
them Into a pitcher, adding the lemon 
rind from a small lemon, a quarter of 
a cupful of sugar and four cupfuls of 
water, boiling hot; cover the pltelior 
and let It stand n.slde to cool. 

A tahlespoonful of ginger jiilxod with 
three of sugar stirred into a i»lnt of 
Iced water niake.s a line drink. 

Boston Cream. — Take throe quarts 
of boiling water, one and a half pounds 
of sugar, two toa.sponnf\ils of lemon ex- 
tract, two ounces of tartaric aclil and 
the whites of two eggs. Boll the wa- 
ter and allow It to got cold, then stir 
in the other ingredients, beating the 
wliltes until stiff. Mix well and pour 
Into bottles and keep In the Ice chest. 
When serving, put a pinch of soda In a 
glass and half till the tumhler with Ice, 
pour In enough of the cream to fill the 
gins.s and drink immediately. 

Chocolate Sirup. — Take three 
squares of chocolate, one ounce of co- 
coa, one and a half pounds of sugar 
and a pint of water, one and a half tea- 
spoonfuls of vanilla. Boil the cocoa in 
a double holler ten minutes with a half- 
cupful of water; grate the clmcolate 
and mix It with one-third of Its mens, 
urc in sugar; add this to the boiling 
cocon, stirring constantly, then add the 
remainder of the sugar and boll for 
ten minutes. Bemove from the Are, 
strain, cool and add the vnnllln. This 
win keep In the iccchcst until it is 
used. A tahlespoonful of the sirup 
added to cold milk or Icewater topped 
with a marshmallow or whipped cream 
makes a most Inviting drink.

LOW-COST DISHES. 

While the corn season lasts there are 
many most appetizing dishes which 
may be made from It or 
in combination with oth- 
er foods. 

Fried Corn. — Cook ba- 
con for the family, then 
Into the hot bacon fat 
turn In corn cut from 
half a d(>z(>n ear.s, stir 
and mix well ; then add 
a half-cupful of wafer, 
cover and cook slowly 
until tender. Sca.son 
with jicppiw and more salt if needed. 

Corn and Tomatoes. — Cut the corn 
from llie cob and stew until nearly 
dry, add a third as miu-h stewed to- 
matoes as corn, and season, using a 
teaspoonful of vinegar, a teaspoonful 
each of butter and sugar, and salt and 
peplier to taste, to «)ne pint of toma- 
toes. Serve hot. 'rhls is a favorite 
combination with some cooks to put 
up In cans for winter. 

Economical Cake. — Sift together one 
cupful of flour, two-thirds of a cupful 
of sugar, one teaspoonful of baking 
powder and a little salt. In a half 
pint measuring cup put a tahlesitoon- 
ful of melted butter, drop In f>pe egg, 
and fill the cup with milk. Stir Into 
the dry ingredients and heat raphlly 
two or three minutes. Flavor as de- 
sired. Bake in a loaf. 

When baking cake, fruit Juice may 
he used In place of milk, which will 
result In a moist, finely flavored cake. 

Corn for the table. If cooked over 
steam Is much better flavored thun 
that allowed to cook in water. 

Add peanut butter when cooking 
fried potatoes, using a tahlespoonful 
to the fat In the pan. It tidds variety, 
atid where the flavor is liked makes an 
1 appetizing dish. 

I Puree of Summer Squash. — Slice 
three onions and cover with two 
quarts of cold water; when hoillng, 

. add a large summer squash cut in thin 
' slices. Let simmer slowly for two 
hours, then ruh through a sieve. Mix 
one tuhles[ioonful of ground rice or 
corn starch with a cupful of milk or 
I tahlespoonful of butter and season* 
lugs; eook until suiooth uud add to 
Ihe soup.

NEWS REVIEW OF 
THE PAST WEEK 

British Again Smash Germans 
East of Ypres and Capture 
Important Positions. 

ENEMY’S MORALE IS BREAKING 


Austria's Warning to the Allies — Re- 
peated Air Raids on London Final- 
ly Determine England on Re- 
prisala — America’s War 
Tax Bill Now Law. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Field Murshul IlnlK hi'giin his week- 
ly forward movement ns usual on 
Thursday, the ndvnuce being again in 
the district east of Ypres on a line 
that seriously threatens Prince Uup- 
recht's conununicntlons with Ostend 
and Zeehrugge. This salient of the 
British front has been giving the Ger- 
mans much anxiety, and all the first 
part of the week they directed at It 
furious though futile attacks that 
proved very costly. 

By Saturday the British offensive 
had developed Into one of the most 
pretentious yet undertaken and prom- 
ised to result iu a victory unequalled 
since the battle of the Marne. Ou a 
nine-mile front Haig's troops rushed 
forward for about a mile and a half, 
and gained possession of many Ger- 
man strongholds, including the ridge 
between Pus.schendnele and Zonne- 
beke. Grc'ut numbers of Germans 
surrendered. 

The allies doubtless hope to cut In 
between the submarine bases and the 
main German army, but according to 
the belief of well-informed army men, 
It is not their Intention to force the 
Germans back over any very wlile 
area, because the territory they would 
be forced to abandon would first be de- 
vastated. Bather do the allies plan to 
demoralize the enemy with the conllii- 
uous bombardment by gnus of all cali- 
bers to which they have been sub- 
jecting them of late, and most of 
Haig’s advance^ are made for the pur- 
pose of gaining pos.sc.s.slon of com- 
manding positions, from which this 
terrific gunttie may be tllrected. That 
the morale of the German soldiers al- 
ready Is beginning to break down Is 
evidenced liy tlielr rearllness to surren- 
der and the complaints of some divi- 
sions when ordered back to the front 
after a rest. 

German! Short of Sheila. 

Reports from the front during the 
artillery duel that preeeded the Thurs- 
day advance were that the Britisli fired 
twenty or more shells for every one 
that came from the Germans. The al- 
lies' supply of munitions Is now unlim- 
ited, and there Is go(Ml reason to be- 
lieve that the Germans are running 
short of shells and guns, owing part- 
ly to reduced produc'tlvlty caused by 
the poor food of the workmen, and 
partly to a shortage of certain metals. 
The denial of General Schuech. the 
kaiser's new minister of munitions, 
that there Is any such shortage. Is not 
convincing. Copenhagen dispatclu^ 
say the leaders of German labor 
groups were ctilltHl to main army tieu<l- 
quarters a few days ago, not to cele- 
brate Vou Hliidcnburg’s birthday, as 
was intimated, but to discuss plans for 
speeding up the production of muni- 
tions. Probably It was necessary, also, 
to take steps to appease the workmen 
of Kssen and tlieir wives, who held a 
riotous meeting rtK-ently, deuiandiiig 
peace and better ftssl. 

In Frankfort, tiM>, an linmen.se peace 
meeting was held on Sumtay, but that 
was eiiglnet>r(sl by iM>litical grouitS, 
and therefore may not have been so 
Indicative of the sentiment of the ps^o- 
ple. 

Czernin Warns the Allies. 

In the way of pt‘ace movements, the 
must Important event of Ilie week was 
the spe**ch of Count Czernin, Austro- 
j Hungarian minister of foreign affairs, 
' la which he tlireateued that unless the 
I allies speedily cuusehted to a peace 


without annexations or indemnities, 
Austria-Hungary would revise Its pro- 
gram and demand compensation for 
further costs of war. He said hla 
country had proved that It was pei^ 
fectly sound and could not be over- 
thrown by force of arms, and conse- 
quently was In position simultaneously 
with Its allies to lay aside arms and 
regulate conflicts by arbitration. Aus- 
tria-Hungary certainly seems Just now 
to be more united against the Idea of 
a separate peace, despite the feeling 
of the Croats and other of Its peoples, 
and foreign correspondents warn the 
United States that neither Bulgaria 
nor Turkey Is likely to separate Itself 
from Germany ; they must be whipped 
together or not at all. 

Count Czernln’s bold words are 
scarcely supported by the develop- 
ments on the Austro-Itallnn front, for 
though the Austrians have been hang- 
ing on desperately to the edge of ^e 
Balnsizzl plateau and making repeated 
attacks to recover lost ground, the 
Italians have not yielded an Inch. 
There were Indications that Cadorna 
was about ready for a renewal of his 
ofren8lv.r, and that the enemy expect 
this was shown by the rushing west- 
ward of large numbers of Austrian 
and German troops from Bukowina 
and Roumania. 

Kerensky Plan Voted Down. 

If only Russia were In condition to 
take advantage of this troop move- 
ment, It might accomplish much. But 
Russia Is still struggling with Us In- 
ternal affairs, and only in the Riga 
sector are its soldiers showing any 
disposition to fight. Up there they 
pushed the Germans back In several 
place.s. Meanwhile, Premier Kerensky 
Is having desperate trouble in estab- 
lishing a firm government. He ap- 
peared before the democratic congress 
and used very plain, even defiant lan- 
guage, which at first had Its effect In 
a vote approving a coalition cabinet. 
Rut next day the Bolslievikists and 
other extremists gained control of the 
gathering and voted down the plan. 
To add to the perplexities of the pro- 
visional government, a serious revolt 
broke out in Turkestan. 

The allies are following the lead of 
America In cutting off supplies from 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark and Hol- 
land, the action determined on being 
not Joint but uniform. Last week 
Great Britain extended the prlncli)le 
heretofore followed l)y prohibiting the 
unlicensed exportation to tliose coun- 
tries of all articles except printed mut- 
ter and personal effects. 

Air Raide to Bring Reprisals? 

Repeatedly last week the German 
air fleets raided London and the towns 
and countryside of Kent and Essex. 
Flock after flock of great airplanes 
flew across and dropped their loads of 
bombs, killing u few civilians and do- 
ing some damage to property. Not 
many of the deadly missiles fell on 
London, for the anti-aircraft guns put 
up a barrage fire that ringed the city. 

These raids mused the people and 
press of England to renewed demands 
for reprisals, and the government 
seems to be ready at last to yield to 
the demand, for Premier Lloyd-George 
said to a crowd of poor people In the 
southwest dlstrlet of I.ondon who 
clamored for revenge: “We will give 
It all baek to them, and we will give it 
to them soon. We shall bomb Germany 
with compound Interest.’’ The Ger- 
mans themselves are expe<‘tlng re- 
prisals and are removing to places of 
safety the art treasures of cities that 
are believed to be within reach of the 
British airmen. 

Tlie Frencli. less squ<>aiiilsh than the 
Brilisli liave iteen. made reprisal raids 
on a number of towns last week, in- 
cluding Stuttgart, Baden, Fitinkfort 
and Coblenz. Tills was in return for 
tile bombing of Dunkirk and Bar-le- 
Dw. TItougli Some of the places at- 
tacked by the Fretieli aviators are 
open towns, the iinmeillute olijei'tlves 
of tile raids were inilitury establish- 
ments. and the results were good. 

The British mereliuut vess«‘is sunk 
by submarines were fewer than In any 
wi'ek since the o|>enlng of unrestricted 
U-b<»at warfare, tiut among the vic- 
tims of the Kubinerslbles was the 
British cruiser Drake, width was tor- 
la-diH-d off the Irish coast and sunk In 
shallow water. Due officer and 18 men 
were killetl by the explosion. 

Another roumuUc story of sea war- 
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fare comes from Samoa In the ex- 
ploits of the crew of the German com- 
merce raider Seeadler, after their 
vessel stranded on a South Pacific 
island. The master and six others put 
to sea In a motor sloop armed and 
provisioned, and the others seized a 
French schooner, equipped It with guns 
and bombs and started out again. 
Since that time they have been prey- 
ing on merchant vessels. 

Curbing the German Preea. 

The trading with the enemy act 
went into effect Tuesday and almost 
Immediately Postmaster Burleson 
barred from the malls the Milwaukee 
Leader, former Congressman Berger’s 
paper, for seditious and treasonable 
utterances. Many other publications 
have been cited by the post office de- 
partment to show cause why they 
should not be suppressed, among these 
being the Illinois Staats-Zeitung. 

Ofi Thursday federal agents raided 
the office of the New Jersey Frele 
Zcitung in Newark and arrested its 
tw’o proprietors and three editors on 
charges of publishing seditious and 
treasonable articles. 

In connection with the trial In Paris 
of Bolo Pasha, alleged spy, it Is re- 
vealed that Bolo, who was in the 
United States for a few weeks early 
last year, arranged the transfer of at 
least $1,600,000 of German money 
through New York banking houses to 
Paris to further the peace propaganda 
in France. It is officially stated that 
there la no doubt of Count von Bern- 
storfTs complicity in the intrigue. 

More than one-half of the 160 I. W. 
W. leaders who were Indicted have 
been arrested and the government Is 
ready to put them on trial. 

War Tax Bill Signed. 

President Wilson signed the war tax 
bill Wednesday, and most of its sec- 
tions became operative at once auto- 
matically. It levies for this your more 
than $2,.’)00,000,000 new taxes for war 
purposes and In one way or another 
calls for money from everybody In 
the country. The two largest sources 
of revenue will be exce.ss profits, $1,- 
000,000,000, and Individual aud corpor- 
ate incomes, $851,000,(X)0. 

The soldiers’ and sailors’ Insurance 
bill, which was pas.sed by the senate, 
curries an amendment promoting Ma- 
jor General Pershing and Major Gen- 
eral Bliss to the rank of general and 
■nuking all eomiuandvrs of army corpF 
lieutenant generals. The bill to re- 
patriate all Americans who have 
Joined the allied mllltury forces also 
was sent to the president for his sig- 
nature. 

The shipping board gave out a state- 
ment lust week showing that a large 
number of vessels are being built and 
within a few weeks the concrete re 
suits of the board’s energetic work 
will begin to slide down the ways lo 
many shipyards. The aircraft bnlld- 
iug program also is well under way. 
Secretary Baker stating that 20,00< 
airplanes and their motors are now 
under construction. 

Liberty Loan Going Wtll. 

Under the competent leadership ol 
Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo 
the cuinpuign for the sale of the see 
ond Liberty loan, of $8.Oo6,OU0,OOd 
started off with a rush, aud the en 
thuslasin and deterniluatlon of the peo 
pie inude the success of the louu un 
doubted. There was Just oue blaci 
spot iu all the country — U»e action u 
Mrs. H. O. Huvemeyer of New Yorl 
and other ollieluls of the Nutiona 
Woman’s jiarty la advising women n<r 
to us.sist the louu because they havi 
not been given national suffrage. Tbi 
Maryland suffragists came buck a 
tbeiii Willi a scathing denunciation, de 
during that they hud descended t< 
political bribery, bud disgraced tb' 
name of woman and were “mud sister 
of La Follette.”

COOPER ATING WITH RAfLROARS 

Reports Just compiled for the R.ill- 
roads’ W«r Board Indicate that the 
travelling public In general, and the 
shippers In partienlnr, are giving the 
finest kind of coopervition to the rail- 
ronds In the handling of the Increased 
irnffic that the war has produce<l. 
What this cooperation mentis may be 
gleaneil from these facts: 

S’licc May 1. the railroads, aided 
by the loyalty and understanding of 
the jmbllo, have been able to reduce 
their passenger service by npproxl- 
matily 2.*>, 000,000 miles. This has re- 
leased thousiands of train ert'ws and 
locomotives for use in the freight 
service and eloarcHl thousands of 
miles of track, thereby facilitating 
the movement of coal, food products 
and supplies needed by the Oovern- 
merl. 

In addition to the foregoing saving 
of equipment and trackage, the ship- 
pers, Dig and small, havct rallied so 
splendidly to the slogan "Make one 
car do the work of two," that a sav- 
ing of close to half a million freight 
ca”8 has been accomplished. This 
saving of freight cars had enabled 
the railroads to move approximately 
26 per cent, more freight since war 
was declared than during the same 
perloil last year. 

Although excellent results have 
been achieved to date through the 
coorernllon of the shippers, the 
travelling public and the railroads, 
it will he necessary for all concerned 
to exert rcnewexl efforts, as the ah- 
rornial demands upon the railroads 
in iho movement of both troops and 
I snrnlios is ^onstanlly Incroasing, 
whll'' Iho securing of now equipment 
la virtually impossible. 

E'rom now on 2500 oars a day will 
he required by the Governmont to 
move food and supplies to the men in 
training at the National Army, Na- 
ticnal Guard and other encampments, 
while the denvand of the Allies for 
cars to carry export goods to the 
seaports will he practically doubled. 
All of this additional tralTlc must he 
moved by the railroads, although they 
have only 3 per cent, more equip- 
ment Ilian they had at this time last 
year.

The next thins Iluhe Mnrrinnrd, 
mnker of records, will shoot for Is the 
24-lnnlns record of .Tuck ('oond)s, wlio 
In 11)00 won the longest major league 
gnine ever played. 

Rnhe, however, could retire from 
hnseball tomorrow with more records 
than any baseball pitcher ever 
achieved. In 1012 Rui)e tied Tim 
Keefe's old record by winning 19 
straight, and in 1014 he pitched the 
longest National league game ever 
fought up to that time, defeating Pitts- 
burgh In a 21-inning contest. Recent- 
ly Marquard got Into the twenty-sec- 
ond inning of the game played between 
Rrooklyn and Pittsburgh on Ebberts 
Field in time to get credit for winning 
the longest tilt in the 42 years the Na- 
tional league has been In existence. 

Famous Tie Game of 1892. 

It Is a strange coincidence that 
Pittsburg should twice be the team 
used to establish a new National 
league record and that Marquard 


should be the winning pitcher each 
time. 

Fortunately Marquard was not 
forced to extend himself In the game 
referred to, as Rube has had tough 
times after making his records. After 
Marquard's winning streak was broken 
In 1912 he just dubbed around until 
the end of the season, being of very 
little use to the Giant team. He found 
himself In the* world’s series that fall,

No more la the married man of 
Washington ahsolutt* bead of the fami- 
ly. He shares that post with the wife 
of hIs heart so far as the dlsi>osaI of 
community personal property Is con- 
cerned. Man was demoted from his 
high estate and his authority curtailed 
hy a recent decision of the state su- 
preme court, which held that the 
“Mrs." of the household has an equal 
share In the personal property and 
must be consulted before It can bo 
transferred. 

The decision was rendered, says the 
Spokane Chronicle, In the case of a 
man named Steel, who was found 
guilty of alienating the affections of 
another man’s wife, .ludgment was 
rendered against him and the qne.stlon 
of using community property to satisfy 
the debt was brought before the tri- 
bunal. Chief Justice Ellis, with the 
concurrence of six associate Judg»*s, 
reversed former decisions which have 
been the basis of law on this point for 
‘20 years or more In the state, and bold 
that the community personal property 
is liable only for those debts eontniet- 
od for the community and In the com- 
munity Interests. 

Cnder former decisions the power of 
the bu.sband over community property 
was absolute, except that be rould not 
will away more than half, the other 
half going to the wife at bis d»'nlh. He 
could mortgage, sell or dlsslimie the 
family personality wllboul the consent 
of bis wife. 'J'lie furuilure <*ould be 
sold over her head to pay the debts 
of a drunken liusband. A Judgment 
for a husband's wrpng conduct could 
be collected from her half of the per- 
.sonal property as well as bis. Now 
the husband is no more than an agent, 
the court has held.

Most publishers would prefer to 
give space themselves, than to en- 
couivige the practice of “donating" 
space by merchants. 

When it conies to the sale of Lib- 
erty Bond.s. the government should 
pay for newspaper advertising. Cer- 
tainly without the help of the news- 
papers the bond issue would not be 
a success.

.Mrs. I..awrencc O'Leary of Station! 
street, has received an Interesting 
letter from her brother, Eelward J. 
Kennedy, who is one of Uncle Sum’s 
soldiers somewhere In France. He 
writc.s In part: 

Somewhere in Fraucc, 
Sunday, Sept 9, 1917 

Hoar Sister: 

Just a few lines to usk you why 
you don’t’ write once in a while and 
tell me the news. 1 have received 
only one letter from home since we 
got here. That one was written by 
Doris. Maybe there were more let- 
ters but they might be sunk on the 
way over. 

Well this is the place you had 
ought to be. There Is more here in 
ten minutes than there Is In 26 
Fourth of Julys at home. Labor 
Day went by Just as any other week 
day. We had to work all day. 

Wlien you write tell me whether 
you sold my machine yet. If not, 
what condition it Is in. I wish I 
had H over here; believe me 1 could 
use it. Some fine times here. Cham- 
pagne and wine are as cheap as 
water. The .same champagne you pay 
$(! for in tlie U. S. costs about $1 
here. One thing I miss is American 
eigarnllos, so send me a big box of 
Meccas as soon as you read this let- 
ter. We got plenty of them hut I 
don’t like them. 

There is some difference in the 
people and their customs here. It’s 
comical to go in a store and not be 
able to tell them what you want. 
And I’m not used to their money. We 
get beat always in the change. Wo 
were paid last Tu^lay. I got 191 
francs for my pay. That is about 
$.14 in real money. We were the 
same way in England with pennies 
and sixpence and shillings, etc. | 
1 will be glad when we get back 
and handle goo<l old U. S. money. 

I suppose by now everybody is a 
soldier ait liomo, but nothing towards 
wliat’s here. Here you see soldiers 
from all over the world. We were 
mixed with men from Australia, South 
Africa. India. Canada, New Zealand, 
and even Chinamen. So I’ll have 
some groat stories when I see you 
again. There is lots I’d like to tell 
you by letter but I can’t because 
all mail is censored. I am now pick- 
ing up a lititle French. Maybe I may 
be able to talk It In a few months. 

All OUT boys are In good health as 
there hasn’t been anybody even sick. 

I am feeling O. K., only I long fori 
a good piece of pie or something. I 
They don’t make them here. Most 
of the people are poor and live on 
Just plain broad. Their houses are 
all shot ito pieces and they arc Just 
commencing to rebuild. 

It’s gteut sport here to see .an air 
battle between aeroplanes. They fly 
around here like flocks of birds. I am 
going to try and bum a ride in one 
some day. 

We are having good weather the 
last few days, hut It will soon be 
cold. I wish I had one of those 
sweaters they are making at home, 
li you know any girl making one. 
give her my address and tell her i 
I’ll remember her with a good sou- j 
venlr from Prance. I 

I’ve said enough for one time, so ; 
sending my love to all, as ever. Give I 
my regards to all the bunch. •

This week h>arvestlng began on thel 
King Oak bill farm of the Boston 
Custom House men, and all arc 'very 
much pleased with the success of 
their first season as tillers of the 
soil. In relays, the 23 men are tak- 
ing vaoations of two days each, and i 
have put in some good solid work 
digging potatoes on their four-acre 
patch. It is estimated that the yield 
will aggregate nearly 800 bushels. 

During the summer they had under 
cultivation about seven acres, and 
they have raised about 450 squashes, 
20 bushels of yellow eyed beans and 
about 2,000 cabbages. The cabbages 
.ilid not lioad up very well, and are 
rather small, but all the other vege- 
tables are A No, 1, The farmers feel 
very grateful to C. W. Kemp of 
Weymouth, the teacher of the agri- 
cultural class Qt the High school, 
for his practical advice, always free- 
ly given. . 

The 18 men who were at work all 
day yesterday were surprised at noon 
when a delegation of women from 
the WJiite church (Congregational) 
at East Weymouth, visited them at 
noon, and treated them to a chowder, 
mince pies and other goodies. 

Today another gang of men is at 
work on the farm, and others are 
coming tomorrow. 

Practically all the work on “the 
.farm" has been done by the Custom 


House men, all inexperienced in gar- 
den work. Each day two or three 
men were at work, baking turns 
whenever they could get a day off. 
In other gardens this season consid- 
erable work has been done on Sun- 
d.ays, but knowing the ideas of their 
neighbor. Allan C. Emery of Billy 
Sunday fame, as to Sunday work, 
no work was done on this farm dur- 
ing the aunimcr. However, the Cus- 
tom House men often came on Sun- 
days accompanied by their families 
and friends to see what was being 
accomplishe<l and how things were 
growing. And they grow and grew. 

Aside from the success in raising 
a bumper crop, the men say it has 
been a healhtful diversion, and they 
would not have been denied the out- 
ings and experience for considerable. 
Probably they will come again an- 
other season.

S VER since man bognn to col- 
lect gold and jewels he has 
b<M'n engaged in designing 
and building strong boxes 
in which to keep them snfe- 
•y. Designing persons are 
^ always trying to secure what 

does not rightfully belong to them and 
there never has been a relaxation from 
the effort-s to keep valuables from the 
reach of such unscrupuious persons. 
The re.sult of the thousands of years 
of such efforts U the modern safe de- 
posit vanlt.s. 

'The history of man’.s efforts to retain 
pos.sosslon of the gold and jewels he 
had accumulated Is romantic and fas- 
cinating, from the time when l)e used 
to hnry them to the present day. A 
local trust company has is.sued an nt- 
trnctlvely illu.strated account of these 
efforts, which was gotten up for it and 
copyrighted by a Boston printing com- 
pany. By their courtesy the following 
has heen prepared : 

That bnrylng treasure was once the 
ordinary method of concealment is in- 
dicated by such references ns appear 
In the thirteenth chapter of St. Mat- 
thew: “The kingdom of lienven is like 
unto treasure hid in a Held ; the which 
when a man hath found, he hldeth, and 
for joy thereof goeth and selleth all 
that he hath, and hu.veth that field.” 
Syria and other eastern countries are 
said to be full of treasure burled before 
battles and never dug up. No one ran 
estimate the world’s burled treasure. 

As soon ns America was discovered 
It was overrun with Spanish adven- 
turers nttrnrted by stories of the 
hurled treasure of the South Amer- 
ican Indians. The aborigines of Co- 
lumhln, the rhlbehns. hullt mounds in 
memory of their dead and filled them 
with snerifirinl stores of gold and 
Jewels. Tl)e Invaders seetired immense 
booty from tliese mounds, and it is 
said that one ehief gave up treasure 
worth .‘tlS.OdO. another $20,(X)0 worth 
In gold strips and stilt another $(15,000 
worth of emeralds and gold. But It 
Was the booty from the sacred lake of 
Guatavitn that the Spaniards most 
desired. At tbe great religious fes- 
tivals on tills inke It is said that offer- 
ings of gold, silver and gems were 
thrown into the water to nppen.se the 
serpent reputed to dwell nt the bot- 
tom. 

Although various efforts were made 
by Spaniards to drain the lake and 
seeure the gold and gems it was not 
until seventeen years ago that an Eng- 
lish company secured leased riglits 
from Colombia and sueceeded in drain- 
ing off the water. It lias l)e«*n estimat- 
ed that there are on the bottom of 
the lake 120.000.000 pounds of gold, 
however correct that may he. Many 
thousand dollars’ worth already have 
been recovered. 

Odd Hiding Places. 

_ Stories are told of other treasures 
hidden and never recovered, ineluding 
the $15,000,000 national treasure of 
Peru, llien it is pointed out that gradu- 
ally man liecnme aware that better 
protection must he afforded. The 
Egyptians concealed much In the soft 
walls and floors of their houses, prob- 
ably to outwit the tax gatherers, who 
called not Itiftequently. Tlie Egyptians 
hud wooden chests for clothing and 
family treasures, but llioy used them 
little for keeping gold anil jewels. 

In Egypt tlie ehurcli and state were 
identical, and the crown jewels and 
public revenue, ns well as tlie sncrifl- 
clnl offerings, were kept In tlie well- 
hullt treasure hou.ses witliln tlie tem- 
ples. the only luiildlngs In the coun- 
try erected wltli duralile materials. 
Tlie earliest public treasury of which 
there Is public record belonged to 
Raineses III, who is reputed to have 
reigned about 1200 B. C. It was a 
large stone affair and vaulted. Tlie 
IreuBure wa.s kept in clay vases with 
covers In tlie form of human heads. 
Among the temples with secret crypts 
was file one of granite, at Edfu. 

Keys rt'cently found In tlie ruins at 
Thebes witli straight shanks five 
Inches long and a bar at right angles 
with thrive teeth prove that the Egyp- 
tians were funiillar with certain prin- 
ciples of look-making until lately sup- 
posed to be modem Ideas ; it is evident 
tiiut they used tumblers to hold the 
bolt fast until moved by the key. Keys 
were first designed only to move the 
bolt and were not removable. The first 
mention of a key to he taken from a 
lock <»ccur8 la Judges. 3:23-25; used to 
fasten tlie summer parlor of Eglun, 
king of Moub.

The state treas- 
ury of Athens was In the Oplsthodo- 
moa, a chamber In tlie hack part of the 
Parthenon, separated from the rest of 
the temple by heavy bronze doors. 
Once In four years inventories were 
taken of the contents of the treasure 
hou.se. In 431 B. C. Pericles said that 
there were 0000 tons of coined money 
on the Acropolis. 

Savings in "Thrift" Boxes. 

Arrangements for guarding the 
treasure In the sanctuary of Apollo 
ot Delos were absurdly inadequate in 
the earliest days. The Greek word fot 
thief, folkorukos, means one who digs 
through the wall, suggests that pre- 
meditated burglary was not uncommon. 
Chests were the depositaries for valu- 
ables among the Greeks. Often they 
were very elaborate. The Romans evi- 
dently made considerable progress to- 
W’ords security, their locks being more 
efllclent than any known to the (Ireeks. 
The Roman strong boxes excavated* 
at Pompeii show that they were often 
of wood, Iron bound, and fastened 
to a block of granite by rods. In 
Rome, ns In Egypt and In Greece, the 
public funds were placed In temples 
for safe keeping. “The state treasury 
of Rome, the Aenrnrlum. was In the 
temple of Saturn. From Roman days 
to the present century the poor kept 
their savings In small “thrift” boxes — 
receptacles of pottery holding from a 
pint to a quart with only one opening, 
a small slot. Savings could not he 
removed without breaking the recep- 
tacle. These pottery receptacles often 
took on odd shapes, pigs, cats, fish, 
etc. Modifications of the Roman strong 
box were used ns treasure chests In 
all the countries of Europe during the 
middle ages and down Into the last 
century. Puzzle locks were one of the 
developments of early days. 

When hanking started In Florence In 
the thirteenth century and large sums 
of money began to be accumulated hy 
the money lenders safeguarding of val- 
nnhles became more Imperative. Neces- 
sity began Invention and grndunjly, 
through the centuries, progress has 
been made toward safe-locking de- 
vices and veritable strongholds In 
which to keep gold, sliver and all 
valuables. Yet at the beginning of 
the nineteenth century strong boxes 
were not much more secure than 
those of several centuries before, 
though they looked more forniidahle 
with spikes and iron liands. No seri- 
ous attempt had lieen made to secure 
fireproofing, hut the Increase In paper 
money, bonds and stocks and other evi- 
dences of Indebtedness written on pa- 
per mode progress In fireproofing es- 
sential. The first attempt to secure 
real flreprtNtf safes took place in 
France, where they were made with 
double walls, the sfiace lietween being 
filled with non-conducting materials. 

Ths First Safe Deposit Vaults. 

Successful burglaries and great con- 
flagrations gave Impetus to making 
safes stronger and brought about the 
I first safe deposit vaults. It was n 
battle royal between burglars and safe 
and vault makers fur years, but now 
the latter seem to have completely 
overcome the burglars. 

The highest skill of the safe maker 
Is now devoted to making strong 
rooms or safe deimslt vaults for banks, 
says the pamphlet. The early vaults 
were merely rooms of brick or ma- 
sonry fitted with a safe door of large 
dliueiisiuns. The next step was to 
line these rooms with metal. Such

vaults were po.ssessed by. many banks. 
The first public safe deposit vaults 
In the United States were built In 1865 
for Col, Francis H. Jenks and were 
located at 140-2 Broadway, New York. 
The lowest rental charged for these 
vaults was $20 a year. Two years 
later Col. Henry Lee built the Union 
safe deposit vaults, the first of their 
kind In Boston, at 40 State street. 
In 1871 there were six safe deposit 
companies In the country. 

At first only a small part of the pub- 
lic appreciated Its need for the pro- 
tection offered by these fireproof 
vaults. But the great Boston fife of 
1872 proved an Impressive object les- 
son. Guarded by troops, the Union 
safe deposit vaults were a center of 
excitement. Frantic box-holders, 
alarmed by the annihilation of prop- 
erty on every side, had to he forcibly 
restrained from taking possession of 
their valuables. After the fire was 
over it was found that properly cop- 
structed vaults preserved their con- 
tents unhnrjned, while safes of the 
ver.v best make could offer no effectual 
resistance to the fire. This conclusion 
has been confirmed by every great fire, 
notably the fires of Baltimore and Sun 
Francisco. 

The structural strength of safe de- 
posit vaults has been gradually In- 
creased to a point exceeding all pos- 
sible demajids upon It. A vault made 
of solid plates of manganese several 
Inches thick and nine feet square, so 
hard that It cannot he machined once 
It Is cast. Is encased In a concrete wall 
two feet thick. The vault rests upon 
a foundation especially prepared for It 
and Is usually so constructed ns to be 
entirely separate front the walls, floor 
and celling of the building In which 
It stands, so that It may be patrolled 
on all sides hy \vatchm(jii who are on 
duty day and night. The structure 
of steel has thick double doors with 
complicated locks of which only one 
person knows the secret, or the secret 
may he divided between two or more 
persons, no one having the entire com- 
bination. The Inner door Is provided 
with a lock sot on different comhlna- 
tlon from the outer and known only to 
another person or set of persons, and 
tills will work only upon the running 
down of n clockwork meclinnlsm at a 
certain jirearranged time. Thus at least 
two responsible persons are required 
to open the vault, and they cannot do 
It between time of closing and that set 
for opening. 

The time lock obviates the possi- 
bility of a person being compelled by 
burglars to open the vault, and Its con- 
struction also prevents the Insertion of 
an explosive. 

During business hours these heavy 
double doors stand open, and an inner 
door or gate of light giille<l construc- 
tion Is used. The inside walls of ths 
vault are lined with steel rompart- 
menta of various sizes. To gain access 
to one of the boxes l^ept In theso 
compartments two keys are neetled. 
The custodian has a key which must 
be turned In the lock before the key 
of the tenant will open it. The key 
to eatii compartment is different, and 
no tenant can open any box hut hla 
own, nor even that without the assist- 
atiee of the person in charge. No ten- 
ant can enter the vaults or gain access 
to his own rented compartment with- 
out being accompanied hy the custo- 
dian. In addition to these safeguards, 
efficient hSrglur alarms are pnividetl 
which give immediate notice of any 
tamiK-riug with the vault.

EAST WEYMOl'TII BRANCH 

The following report Is given as 
a summary of the work done by the 
East Weymouth Branch of the Spec- 
ial Aid for the past six months. 

The ways and means committee, 
consisting of 25 enthusiastic work- 
ers, has given two dances, one en- 
tertainment,^ a tag day a moving 
picture show and a husking bee, and 
from these has netted $756.09 for the 
treasury. This committee has solicit- 
eJ new members and we now have a 
membersliip of 634. , 

Every Tuesday the Branch meets 
in Moose hall for sewing and the 
following work has been accomplish- 
ed. For our home emergency supply 
I — 18 convalescing gowns, 24 sets of 
I pajamas, 2 dozen slings, 3 dozen 
I bandages and 50 hospital shirts. For 
I te Red Cross — 24 con\-ulescing gowns, 
75 handkerchiefs, 24 sets of pajamas 
I and 50 hospital shirts. In addfllon 
I to the above 25 good-cheer Christ- 
I mas bags have been made, filled and 
' forwarded to the Red Cross. For the 
French Relief— 18 blue hospital gowns, 
24 sleeveless vests, 24 day shirts, 35 
turkish towels, 54 band towels and 
65 transcript pads. For our own 
boys, who have gone away, we have 
, made 67 sets of flannel pajamas and 
^ 98 sewing kits. 

Eight hundred comfort pillows 
, have been made — 100 were sent to 
, Bumpkin Island, 3 dozen to the Horn- 
oepatbic Unit, 200 to the Red Cross 
and 300 to the French Relief. 

In this hranUb there are 156 wom- 
en knitting for the soldiers and they 
j have accomplished the following work 
I 32 gray sweaters, 50 khaki sweaters. 

. ! 15 blue sweaters, making a total of 
.'97 sweaters; 25 gray scarfs, 10 gray 
{ helmets, 15 blue helmets, 50 khaki 
I h«4mela. making a total of 75 hel- 
. mets; 92 pairs of socks; 37 gray 
wristers, 55 ktiaki wristers, making 
a total of 92 wristers. 

The Look Out committee has sup- 
plied an outfit of sweater, helmet 
or scarf, wristers. socks and a sew- 
. ing kit to 46 enlisted men from East 
Weymouth and the same outfit with 
a pair of flannel pajamas to 46 draft- 
i ed men from East Weymouth.

The response of New England, city 
by city, and town by town, to the Sec- 
ond Liberty Loan of 1917, la bound to 
be positive and reaching farther Into 
different sections and homes than 
even on the First Loan. 

The first week of the campaign for 
tho Second Loan proves how thor- 
oughly ready New England is to do 
its share to carry on the work.

Such 
a showing must convlaee Oermany 
that while the la growing weaker la 
resources, the Allies are steadily 
gaining through the enormous strength 
thrown on their aide by the United 
States. 

Every Liberty Bond bought heipe 
to shorten the time of service re- 
quired of our eoldlerA end brings 
nearer the day on which they will 
coase heck from the hettleflelds ol 
Europe. Only e few million Ameri- 
cans In all will evsr take active part 
In the fighting, but those who cannot 
carry a rifie, or man a gun, drive a 
motor ambulance, or go aloft In an 
airplane, must provide funds which 
shall furnish food, clothing and weap- 
ons for those in the field. This Is a 
sacred duty, and a duty to be done in 
a most patriotic spirit, and In gener- 
ous rivalry with one another.

A mnn who hns nny iinnittnntloti re- 
i;nrillnK feminine payrhnIoKy muat al- 
wnye l<M>k with something like concern 
towanl the first meetlnR of his mother 
nipl his wife — nr the woman whom he 
Intends to make his wife. So when 
lllnek stone Loomis' mother wrote to 
lier son that she was coming to New 
York from her homo in a middle West- 
ern metropolis for a short stay at a ho- 
tel of nation-wide fame, he was not al- 
together sanguine in his anticipation 
of the meeting of these two women 
■o lm|>ortnnt in his life. 

How would the housewifely and 
farm-bred mother regard the city and

BEANS TO FIGHT BULLETS 

In the campaign of “Every Scout to 
Feed a Soldier’ It has been found that 
the Boy Scouts of America and the 
agricultural department at Washing- 
ton fitted and worked together like a 
wheel and its axle — a well-cnred-for 
wheel, that Is, and one working with- 
out a squeak or a groan. 

It was early learned that the effi- 
ciency of our fighters now in France 
will depend upon a constant and auffi- 
clent supply of American food. One 
of the first things our men discovered 
was that the “Ontlnental breakfast” 
would not Inst them until the next 
meal. Habits of eating cannot be 
changed quickly. Accustomed foods 
are best. And this necessity and tbli 
logic have brought the Americuo bean 
to the front aa an aid to the Amerlcau 
soldier. 

Mr. Herbert C. Hoover, chairman of 
the American food commitee of the 
council of national defease, advises 
that there la a great shortage of beans 
la Europa and that thera Is no more 
nutrltloua food upon which the Boy 
Scouts can concentrats their efforts. 

A delagatlon of tha scouts were 
among tha first to great Mr. Hoover, 
upon hla arrival In this country from 
hla relief work In tha battle-racked 
countries of Europe, to report the 
progress of the members In their work 
as bis aides.. 

The scouts were able to report that 
In response to Mr. Hoover's cablegram 
urging the increased production of 
beans, activities had been inaugurated 
In all parts of the country. 

The report showed that thousands 
of gardens have been started, and In 
many caaea as many as 200 to S(X) 
acres are nnder cultivation by groups 
of Boy Scouts. 

Mr. James B. West, chief scout exec- 
utive, has received a telegram from 
Mr. B. T. Galloway, aaalstaat to the 
secretary of agriculture, strongly ap- 
.iruvlug lUe big can’palgn to assist in 
insuring a auffltieut food supply tor 
the United Sutea and her allies. 

Mr. Galloway says: "Let every 
Boy Scout do bis best. In the language 
of the president, let him consider him- 
self a soldier of the commlaeary."

obtained In adjusting the color, texture 
and pattern of tho wall surface to 
bring out Just the character desired. 

There is still the posslliillty of vary- 
ing sllglitly from the plain rectangular 
outline of plan, sucli tliat the room ar- 
rangement is not dlslurhed, yet the ap- 
pearance is altered to conform witli 
tlie owner’s ideas. Tills method Is 
usually more costly than the average 
man is desirous of using simply ns a 
means of improving the appearance. 
However, n few simple changes In the 
plan outline may often result In the 
production of greatly Increased com- 
fort in certain of the rooms and the 
cost is then Justified. 

As an example, the perspective vfew 
accompanying shows a house of tlie 
square type which has been treated in 
a novel way, both us regards wail fin- 
ishing materials nnd also ns regards 
plan outline. The plan shows that the 
rear corners of the building have been 
built,* from foundation to roof, as 
square projectlona. The plan indicates

what has been accomplished by bond- 
ing the corners In this way. On the 
first floor one of the rear corners fti 
utilized as un entrance Into the kitchen. 
An outside icing refrigerator Is to be 
placed on one side of the passageway, 
on the other side of which there is a 
bullt-lo case. The kitchen Is made 
very bandy, indeed, by the addition of 
this entrance feature. In the other 
rear corner, there is the most cozy lit- 
tle den iniuginahle. A seat is built into 
the corner, which Is lighted on three 
sides. The fireplace is directly before 
the seat. On the second floor the cor- 
ner bedrooms are made very pleasant 
by the liuy windows. 

In addition to this special construc- 
tion. there are several other features 
which are interesting. The double fire- 
place Is one of these, its use culls fur 
the utilization of one chimney nuving 
two flues to serve two fireplaces and 
the husemeiit heater. The fireplace in 
the den Is built into the corner of U*e 
room wliile the one in the living room 
la centered in the rear walL French 


with a stain and the trim being paint- 
ed white. Above the second floor win- 
dow sills, the wails are finished with 
stucco, tlniliercd after the Englisli 
style. The timbering Is worked out to 
conform with the outline of the win- 
dows. The walls of the dormer are fin- 
ished after the style of the second 
floor of tlie building. The foundation 
walls are of concrete, whlcli is carried 
up to the sills of the house shown in 
the illustration. Some might prefer to 
build the brnsement wall above grade 
of brick. Usually the concrete Is 
stopped at grade and the wall Is con- 
tinued to the sills with face brick on 
the outside and common brick for 
backing. A waterproofing membrane 
Is carefully worked Into the wall to 
prevent the entrance of moisture at 
the joint between the concrete and the 
brick. Occasionally we see the base- 
ment wall continued up in concrete to 
the sills of the building through the 
thickness of the wgll except for about 
four Inches at the front, which part 
of the wall is later built up with face 
brick. A third method Is to follow the 
wall up above the concrete with face 
brick backed with hollow tile. 

The hip roof of this house Is built 
with wide cornices having the ends of 
the rafters exposed. The slope of the 
roof is broken. Just above the cornices. 
Into a more gentle slope, which gives 
the roof un appearance of gracefulness. 
The dormer roof is treated In the same 
way as the main roof. All of the dou- 
ble hung windows have a plain lower 
sash and the upper susb is broken up 
into a large number of small square 
lights. The effect Is artistic and thor- 
oughly in keeping with other details of 
exterior design. The front entrance 
consists of a simple but solidly built 
door stained in conformity with the 
rough siding, having u narrow window 
on each side. This entrance with the 
porch-terruce are very effective in em- 
phasizing the rustic aspect of the 
bouse. 

The bouse has a basement under all 
parts except the porch. Grade windows 
are of sutlicient size and in uulttcient 
number to make this a useful part of 
the house. Heiiarate rooms are pro- 
vided for the heating plant, the laun- 
dry, the vegetable cellar and bins are 
built for the fuel.

OCCASIONAL DISHES. 

Por the family which hns toast dally 
and often have the slices trimmod and 
ertimhs that are 

left from prepar- 
ing sandwiches ns 
well ns crusts, the 
problem of wasting 
none needs care- 
ful thought. The 

crumbs sliould he 
well dried, ground 
through the meat 

chopper, then made into bread. Take 

four cupfuls of hot water, a half cup- 
ful of molasses, one yeast cake, two 
cupfuls of graham flour, nnd tlireo cup- 
fuls of Irrcnd crunihs, mix nnd add 
enough white flour to make a stWt 
dough, let rise, work down, place at 
once In tins, let rise again, nnd Imke. 

Four Quarts of Grapefruit Sher- 

bet. — Sometimes when entertaining It 
may be convenient to use tlio follow- 
ing: Two and a half cupfuls of wa- 
ter, five cupfuls each of sugar and 
grape juice, three ten.spoonfuls of gela- 
tin, one nnd a fotirtlt cupfuls of 
lemon Juice. Soften (he gelatin in an 
additional fourth of a cupfu.1 of wa- 
ter, boll the sugar nnd water 15 min- 
utes, cool, add fruit Juice nnd freeze 
ns usual. 

Chilli Con Came. — ^Tnkc tw’o pods of 
fresh or dried chilli peppers, two 
pounds of round steak, one-fourth of 
a cupful of pork fat or drippings, one 
clove of garlic, a tenspoonfiil of salt, 
n cupful of dried beans, four table- 
spoonfuls of flour. Soak the beans 
over night nnd let simmer in fresh wa- 
ter until tender. Discard the seeds in 
the poppers or If the dried ones are used 
soak them until soft in warm water, 
then scrape the pulp into the* water 
nnd discard the skin. Cut the steak 
In small pieces nnd cook In fat until 
well browned, add the flour to the fnt 
in the pan and stir until well browned ; 
ndd the chilli peppers and water nnd 
stir until boiling. Cut two gashes in 
a clove of garlic nnd add It with thy 
other things to the meat. Cover nnd 
let simmer two hours, adding water 
ns needed, ndd salt. Meanwhile the 
beans should have become tender, sea- 
son with salt and pepper, and mix all 
together. 

Deviled Ham. — Cut cold boiled or 
baked hum in uniform slices. Mix 
together two tnhiespoonfuls of flour, 
one tablespoonful of mustard, half a 
tenspoonful each of salt nnd paprika, 
then add Worcestershire sauce to stir 
to a paste. Spread n little of this on 
both sides of tlie ham nnd broil about 
two minutes on each side. Serve hot 
ns a luncheon dish.

GOOD THINGS FOR THE TABLE. 

Prepare strips of stale bread nliout 
an inch nnd a half wide and four 
inches long, spread with 
butter on both sides and 
set Into the oven until 
delicately browned on 
both sides. When ready to 
use, spread with mayon- 
naise dressing, press 
chopped white of egg in 
a narrow row all around 
the pieces of bread, then a row of the 
yolk of egg, In the center place a tip 
of tender cooked asparagus and sprin- 
kle with finely chopped parsley. Serve 
a single canape as one service. 

Hamburg Roaat cn Surprise. — Re- 
move all the skin from a pound and a 
half of round steak, put tlie meat 
througli a food chopper ; add one fKB, 
beaten light, one tublespoonful of flne 
cliopped parsley, a teaspoonful of 
onion Juice, a teaspoonful of lult, one 
fourth of u teaspoonful of paprika, and 
a third of a cupful of soft bread 
crumbs. Mix and shape Into a loaf 
longer than wide and set into a bak- 
ing dish; take out some of the mix- 
ture in tlie center to leave an open 
space equally distant from each end; 
into this break two eggs, cover with 
the meat and sprinkle the top with 
crumbs mixed with melted butter. 
Bake u half hour, busting five or six 
times with pork or bacon fut. I'urboll 
a pint of iHjtato bulls, cut with a 
French cutter, fifteen minutes and 
place them around the meat wlien It 
goes into the oven. Baste the pota- 
toes us the meat is busted. Serve 
around tlie meat. Make a sauce after 
the meat Is removed from the gravy 
In the pan, adding flour, catsup, Wor- 
cestershire sauce, salt and pep(R‘r fur 
seasoning. If water is needed to add 
to the gravy save the water the i>utato 
balls were rooked in as it is rich in 
mineral salts. 

Rice With Raisins.— Drop a cupful 
of rice into a kettle of salted water 
and keep it at u fust boll so that the 
grulus do not stick together. When 
lender, drain and add a cupful of seed- 
ed raisins and pack into a buttered 
mold. Steam for 10 uiliiutes, turn out 
and serve with plenty of butler and 
scraiMHl muide sugar.

LEGAL side" OF SOLDIER’S 

LIFE OFFERS MANY TANGLES 


Department of Judge Advocate 
General Kept Busy Sorting 
Out Difficulties. 

IS ALWAYS FRIEND OF MEN 


Lsgal Questions, Which May Be Pus- 

sling, Explained In Thorough Fash- 
ion by Men Who Have Been 
Trained to Understand the 
Points at Issue. 

New York. — To relieve the perplexed 
minds of our soldiers awaiting a call 
to the bnttleflelils of France to make 
complete the final rout of Europe’s un- 
masked rufllan and what he stands for, 
and the subsequent assurance of world 
democracy, the Judge advocate gener- 
al’s department is busy these days ad- 
vising them of ninny legal questions 
most likely to nfTect them. At Camp 
Mills and Camp Upton. In this section 
— In fact, In every training cantonment 
throughout the United States — soldiers 
have sought advice on the allotment 
of pay, the making of wills, the guard- 
ianship and custody of children, ac- 
tions In court, debts, mortgages, goods 
bought on Installment, Insurance and 
many other legal questions that usu- 
ally tend to confuse the ordinary lay 
mind. 

Here Is the judge advocate general’s 
department, especially Installed to aid 
the soldier ■ seeking legal n<lvlce ond 
particularly eQuipjied to givo advice 
based on latest decisions of the court 
of appeals. A guide for soldiers — and 
seamen, too — has been compiled by 
able lawyers here for the legal aid bu- 
reau of the Educational alliance of this 
city. The guide Is distributed free to 
the soldiers in the camps. Many of 
the knotty proh'lenis are explained In 
tliorougli fashion. Being reminded by 
this pamphlet of certain obligations 
that hind him, the soldier then seeks 
the Judge acivoeate general for the 
mure techidcal proceAiire. 

May Assign His Pay. 

The pamphlet tells the soldier that 
an allotment, of pay is inueji like an 
assignment of wages. A man In serv- 
ice Instructs the governineut regular- 
ly to send part of his pay direct to his 
wife or his mother or other depend- 
ents. It prevents delay and possible 
loss, and Is generally the husinesslike 
thing to do. Cases may arise where 
money orders sent home by enllated 
men are lost or delayed for weeks In 
the malls, with resulting hardship to 
the families. Blank forms may he ob- 
tained from comnianding uflicers, and 
they forward the allotinont to the quar- 
termaster general. The government 
then sends the nmney direct to the sol- 
dier’s family so long us he is In the 
ser^’lce. 

As to the making of a valid will, the 
soldier Is given Implicit Instrucdons. 
He also Is shown how the law distin- 
guishes hetwt'en real estate and per- 
sonal property. How the law distrib- 
utes his personal properly should he 
die without making a will Is forcibly 
brought home to him. If he leaves a 
wife and children his wife Is entitled 
to une-third, the remainder going to 
the children In equal portions. With 
respect to real estate, his wife has 
dower rights in a one-third Interest us 
long as she lives. Subject to this dow- 
er, the real property descends to his 
children, which includes legally adopt- 
ed children. 

Exception In Making Will. 

If he leaves a wife and no children 
oi grandchildren and no (tareut. broth- 
er, sister, nephew or niece, his wife 
takes all Ids personal property. Should 
be leave a wife and no children or 
grandchildren, but a parent, brother, 
sisttw, nephew or niece, then one-half 
ot the personality and I2.0d0 of the 
residue go to the wife. Being unmar- 
ried, bis entire esute goes to bis fa- 


ther. If his father be dead, then his 
mother shares the estate equally with 
his brothers and sisters and the chil- 
dren of deceased brothers and sisters, 
the latter taking the deceased parent’s 
share. The.se seem to be the principal 
difficulties that beset the soldier's 
inhid. If he does not want his prop- 
erty to he distributed In the manner 
prescribed by law he must make a vak 
Id will. 

At least two witne.sses are necessary 
for the will’s validity and the testator 
must sign the will nt the end, telling 
the witncs.ses the instrument is his Inst 
will and testament. There Is n notable 
exception : If the soldier Is engaged 
In active service In the United States i 
army or navy, he may make a valid 
will by telling two persons whnt he 
desires to be done with his property. 
They must write It out uccording to 
the instructions of the soldier. A will 
in this way can dispose of his person- 
ality, but not his real estate. This sort 
of will should never be made except In 
contemplation, fear or peril of death. 

As some states do not permit this 
kind of will, It Is not safe for the sol- 
dier to tell his comrades from other 
states that they can make a will In this 
way. If lil.s home Is in New York and 
he In active service and not on fur- 
lough or cletncliod from active service 
for any reason, he may take advantage 
of this sort of will. 

Then comes guardianship of chil- 
dren’s property. If n soldier’s children 
own property and he Is leaving them 
without anyone In whom he has con- 
fidence to look aftf r that property, us 
may often he the case If his wife Is 
not living. It Is de iiruhle that a guard- 
ian be appointed. A general guardian 
is guardian of the ptwson ns well ns 
I of the properly. They are appointed 
by the surrogate’s court or the probate 
court for the county In which tlie chil- 
dren live. If more than fourteen years 
old, the children, subject to the npprov-

a1 of the surrogate or probate Jndga, 
may select their own guardian. 

"There Is a mistaken Idea that n man 
entering military service Is protected 
«s to debts and litigation against him. 
The Idea has arisen from the fact that 
In Europe, after the beginning of the 
war some of the'goveratuents suspend- 
ed the obligations on debts ond con- 
tracts. • 

Net a Light Exeuae. 

The best opinions are to the effect 
that state governments under our Con- 
stitution cannot suspend these ohltgn- 
tions. Thia means that the fact that 
he Is away on military service Is not 
n legal excuse for falling to perform 
obligations, pay debts. Insurance pre- 
inlnnis. Instalments due on furniture, 
etc. 

If there Is n case now In court 
against a soldier he must make proper 
provision for attending to It. He 
should engage n lawyer and have him 
advise whether to appear or defend. 
This Is a protection, for thereafter all 
notices of proceedings In the case will 
be sent to the attorney and he will look 
after the st^dier’s Interests. A soldier 
must remember that an action may 
legally be brought against him In his 
absence and after he has left home. 
There are rules governing this phase 
that give a defendant an opportunity 
to answer In nn action brouglit against 
him. 

However, If ho he served by publlcn- 
tlon or by personal service outside the 
state and there Is no one to take care 
of his Interests a Judgment by default 
may be entered against the soldier. 
Ills property may be seized and sold 
on execution, excepting those chattels 
the law specially exempts. The ad- 
visable thing for a soldier to do is to 
close up Ills affairs before leaving. For 
protection In the event that action be 
brought against him, he should instruct 
some one living In his home to take any 
legal papers Immediately to his attor- 
ney. 

If he has any goods such ns furni- 
ture, clothes. Jewelry, or other chattels 
\\'hlch he has bought by Instalments nr 
which he owns under a lease or a con- 
ditional sale, the fact that he Is called 
away will not relieve him from condi- 
tions In his contract or from making 
the specified payments as they come 
due. 

The best thing to do. If he cannot 
pay up the balance due. Is to arrange 
to have some responsible person make 
the payments regularly for him. 

Goods May Be Taken. 

If he fails to make any provision, the 
goods are liable to be taken away from 
him on default. After this the seller 
must go through certain formalities, 
for the law makes certain provisions 
In his favor. These matters are some- 
what Involved and technical, so that 
it Is wise to take the contract to his 
attorney and have him advise as to his 
rights and ns to his obligations. 

In regard to mortgoges on real es- 
tate and personal property, his absence 
is no legal excuse for failure to make 
payments as specified in the mortgage 
bond or the mortgage Itself. Foreclos- 
ure mny follow. 

A lease of hIs residence Is not ter- 
minated by the war or the necessities 
of the draft. If goods are in storage 
the warehouseman has a lien and mny 
sell them to satisfy n bill. A power of 
attorney, under seal and acknowledged 
before a notary. Is n safeguard for the 
Interests of the soldier. 

Entering the service does not excuse 
him from paying his premiums on life 
Insurance, and failure to do so may 
cause the policy to lapse. The beiiefl- 
clnry will suffer. 

He should arrange with some one to 
pay the premiums ns th(*y are due. The 
“war cause” in the policy — some have 
it — provides for payment at long inter- 
vals and that Insurance Is not to he 
paid If the insured meets his dealli In 
active military or naval service. within 
n certain period after the Issuing of 
the pt^^cy.

‘‘Did you ever stop to think what 
your local paper means to you and 
your community? 

‘‘The men — and women — who pub- 
lish these local papers are as a class' 
the most hard working and sincere 
laborers for the upbuilding and prog- 
ress of respective communities and 
states; and their labors usually arc 
very inadequately compensated. 

‘‘The writer knows wliat it Is to 
publisih a local paper — In a small 
town — knows what it is to work day 
and night to keep the paper going — 
trying to be in a dozen places at 
once as is often expected of the local 
editor — and knows that these times 
of high-cost paper and ink, and type, 
and labor, and practically everything 
else, are making the local editor’s 
lot a hard one. 

“The 4 Mlitor is so busy he hasn’t 
time to think of his own financial 
welfare- 7 -and mighty few others think 
of it. He and his paper are taken as 
a matter of course — ‘John is a miglity 
good fellow and gets out a pretty 
gooil paper,' etc., etc., etc. 

“You would miss this ‘gootl fellow’ 
and his ‘pretty good paper,’ if they 
went out of business, and some of 
tlieni are having pretty liard sled- 
ding riglit now. Maybe you’ve got 
your subscription paid ahead, and 
maybe you haven’t — but anyway 
here’s a suggestion: Next Wine you 
go to town, step into the newspaper 
office and slap down two or four dol- 
lars on the editor’s desk and tell 
him to ‘Go to it, old man; keep the 
paper a humming and we’ll stand 
by you.’ That will make you feel 
Just as good as it does the editor — 
and you both need a little chirking 
up occassionally.’’

Rrra W. Palmer, C.a.B., member 
of the Board of Leclureehlp of The 
Mother Church, The Flmt Church of 
Christ. Solentlat, In Boaton, Maas., 
addressed a large audience aH. Brain- 
tree Town Hall Sunday, on ''Chris- 
tian Srlenee: The Science of Omnip- 
otent Mind." 

Mr. Palmer spoke substantially as 
follows: 

A discussion of Christian Science 
necessarily includes a grasp of what 
Christian Science means by the term 
(!n<l, since all Its premises and con- 
clusions are postulated on Ood as the 
fund'tnienrtal basis. Cliristlan Science 
accepts the revelation of Goil to 
Moses, — "I am that I am"; the reve- 
lation to Jesus, when he declared 
“Cod Is a Spirit; and they that wor- 
ship him must worship him in spirit 
and In itruth"; the revelation to 
Paul, when he said "One Ood and 
Father of all. who Is above all, and 
through '3ll and in you all." Cl’Cls- 
tian Science also defines Ood as in- 
finite Spirit, divine Principle, Mind, 
Life. Truth, I.KJve and toaches that 
omniscience, omnipresence, and om- 
nipotence are inseparable attributes 
of the one God, the Creator of all 
that exists. 

It is highly important to gi3in a 
clear definition of Ood in order to 
avoid confusion of thought. Much of 
the confusion of critics of Cliristlan 
Science and much of their criticism 
has arisen from their failure to grasp 
the meaning of the allness of infinite 
Spirit; and to follow that fundament- 
al premise to its logical conclusion. 
Most people will agree that Ood is 
all powerful; that He is ever-pres- 
ent; that He "doeth according to his 
will in the army of heaven, and 
among the inhabitants of the earth; 
and none can stay his hand, or say 
unto him. What doest thou?" It is 
one thing, however, to agree academ- 
ically to the pronosition that God is 
omnipotent; it is quite another thing 
to follow that proposition to its 
logical conclusion. If, in tadditlon to 
agreeing to the omnipotence of God, 
a person should believe that there is 
a being called Satan who wields 
power equal to, and in some in- 
stances exceeding that of Ood, or 
that there is a power called disease 
which God is unable to overcome, I 
am sure vou w'ill agree with me that 
that person does not actually be- 
lieve in the omnipotence of God. 

Christian Science, however, is in- 
flexibly logical. It accepts the om- 
nipotence of God and all the conclus- 
ions which follow from that pre- 
mise. It is self-C'Vident that if God 
has all pow’cr there cannot exist an- 
other power to divide His kingdom 
with Him. The omnipotence of God 
is eternal. God is the one "Supreme 
Ruler, "the same yesterday, and to- 
day, and forever." 

C'HRflST JESUS 

The great ex^>onent of the omnipo-< 
tence of God was Christ Jesus. By 
reason of his sinless birth and son- 
ship with the Father, he knew and 
expressed the will of Ood. The r«- 
religlous systems of his day claimed 
to teach the true worship of Ood. But 
these systems produced no results to 
prove their unity with the Father. 
Jesus not only knew the power of 
Ood — he proved it by results. He 
proved that what claimed to be real 
on the evidence of the corporeal 
senses was not rea.1 but illusion. He 
reversed the false claim that matter 
has life, intelligence, or power, either 
to injure or bless mankind. The 
false, carnal mentality which St. 
Paul declared was "enmity against 
God," Jesus stripped of all pretence 
and characterized it as "a liar and 
the father of it." He never taught 
that God created matter, or that Ood 
was in any way responsible for sin, 
sickness, or death. On the contrary* 
he exposed the unreal basis of these 
errors and destroyed them through 
the might of Mind. 

t'hrlst Jesus was never deceived by 
appeaianees. He rtn-ognized only one 
source of power, the divine Father, 
and he declared that he did what he 
saw the Father do. He saw that evil, 
sin. and disease were contrare to thej 
nature of God — were false, mortal 
concepts which prevented men from 
living in harmony with the divine 
Mind. With the light of spiritual un- 
derstanding he cast them out. The 
tliree years of his ministry are^ 
full of accounts of his healing works, i 
It may be ask(>d. How did he do it?, 
Suppose this building were in dark- 
ness; an ehH-tric button is pressed 
and the room is flooded with light. 
Wliat biH-ame of the darkness? It; 
vanished before the flood of light. 
Did it ever liave existence? No. Can 
that which fades into nothingness 
tvtr have had reality* Darkness has 
no reality; it is merely the supposed 
absence of light. No student ever 
stduies darkness because there is 
nothing to study It is merely aj 
u gation. lu like manner Christ { 


Jesus, the greatest demonstrator of 
God’s wisdom and might the world 
has ever known, turned the light of 
divine understanding upon human be- 
liefs of want and woe, disease and 
death, and exposed their nothing- 
ness. They vanished, and the place 
that knew them, knew them no more. 
Truly Jesus knew the import of his 
marvelous words when he said: "I 
am the light of the world; he that 
followeth me shall not walk In dark- 
ness, but shall have the light of 
life." (John 8:12.) 

CHKIST JESUS NOT GOD 

Christ Jesus was not God but the 
Son of God. as he himself said. As 
a man born of a woman, he was the 
Son of Man. In his human relations 
he was tempted by the carnal mind 
an we are tempted. He suffered for 
us, and overcame the sins of the 
world to show us that such a con- 
summation was possible for all men. 
As a man he trod the winepress of 
human hate, mastered human hatred 
of truth, and destroyed every ill that 
besets men. Jesus was the Christ, 
the anointed of God. As tlie Christ 
he manifested the qualities of his 
divine Father, — hence his saying. "I 
a'nd my Fathier are one." In the 
teachings of Mrs. Ekldy the Sicriptur- 
al teachings regarding Christ Jesus 
arc correctly presented. It may be 
asked. How do I know this? I will 
tell you. When the student begins 
to understand tlie nature of the di- 
vine unity between Christ Jesus and 
the ever-present God. as taught by 
Christian Science, he con heal the 
sick by the power of prayer; and 
the more clearly he understands this 
unity the more quickly and effective- 
ly he can do this holy work. Correct 
knowledge of the great fundamentals 
of Jesus' teachings is essential in 
order to follow the Master-Teacher 
and to repeat his marvelous demon- 
strations. Commenting on Jesus the 
Christ in Science and Health, p. 3.32, 
Mrs. EJddy said: "Jesus demonstrat- 
ed Christ; he proved that Christ is 
the divine Idea of God — the Holy 
Ghost, or Comforter, revealing the di- 
vine Principle, Love, and leading 
into all truth.” 

SALVATION FOR ALL MEN 

The healing power demonstrated 
by Jesus was not conflned to him- 
self as evidence of bis special son- 
ship with God It was the divine 
knowledge of the Father available 
for all men. Jesus taught his imme- 
diate follojvers the power of God to 
heal the sick and free the sinner. 
But the saving gospel of the Christ, 
the Messiah, was not conflned, nor 
could it be conflned to a chosen few, 
to one age or to one people. It was 
the universal gift of God to all His 
children. The , Master-Physician 
said “Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature” 
thus making his message of univer- 
sal application. He further said: 
"And these signs shall follow them 
that believe; In my name shall they 
cast out devils, they Shall speak 
with new toguea; they shall take up 
serpents; and if they drink any 
deadly thing, it shall not hurt them; 
they shall lay hands on the sick, and 
they shall recover." (Mark 16:15-17.) 

Commenting on the universality of 
divine grace, Jesus said; "Before 
Abrabnm was I am." In other words, 
the Christ is the divine, everpresent 
manifestation of Ood forever ready 
■to heal and »ave, and so it has been 
proved throughout the whole history 
of Christianity. 

THE TESTLVONY OF APOKTLE8 

AND EARLY UHRIRTIANH 

In the New Testament we flud also 
that the twelve disciples went forth 
and healed; the seventy did likewise. 
Paul, who was not at first a disciple 
of Jesus also healed the sick and 
raised the dead, and for three cen- 
turies the early Christians recognized 
and practiced healing as a part of 
the work of the church. Irenaeus, 
the Greek bishop of Lyons wlio lived 
at the close of the second century, 
assures us that all Christians of bis 
time possessed the power of liealing; 
that they prophesied, cast out devils, 
healed the sick, and sometimes raised 
the dead. So long as the early Chris- 
tians were strictly loyal to the spirit- 
ual teachings of Christ Jesus, to tliat 
degree did their religion possess the 
vital force whicli regenerated the hu- 1 
man mind. The most inspiring page 
in history is the story of the ri*demp- 
tlve power of the primitive gospel 
of Christ, transforming and regene- 
ration men. pltysically as well as j 
spiritually, despite the depths of de- j 
pravity and sensuality into which the 
race had fallen. 

But after a lime the early Chris- 
tians btM-ame lax in their loyalty to 
the itachings of their great spiritual 
Teacher. They began to modify bis 
teachings, conforming them to ibe| 
pagaa and OMteruUstic uotioas t>f 
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the prevalent systems of thought 
about them. What was the result? 
The freshness and power of spirit- 
ual understanding was blighted, and 
spiritual healing, "the pearl of great 
price,” was lost to the darkened vis- 
ion of mortals. The human mind — 
darkened and mystified — could no 
longer yield to the healing power of 
God; hence spiritual healing disap- 
peared and did not again appear for 
more than fifteen centuries when the 
Science of Christ’s Christianity was 
again given to the world by a New 
England woman, Mary Baker Eddy. 

THE DISCOVERER AND FOUNDER 
OF CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 

Christian Science was discovered 
by Mary Baker EJddy In the year 1866. 
Her instant recovery from the re- 
sults of a serious accident, through 
the spiritual understanding of a pas- 
sage In Matthew's gospel, was the 
falling apple which led to the un- 
foldment of scientific Christianity. 
The time was ripe for a now spirit- 
ual advance of the race. Great ref- 
ormations had taken place in relig- 
ions during the preceding three cen- 
turies. The grip of hard and dogmat- 
ic creetls was loosening, and the 
heart of humanity was being stirred 
by a clearer understanding of the 
Fatherhood of God and the brother- 
hood of man. The great civil war 
had Just been terminated which lib- 
erated the thought of this nation 
from the error of human slavery. 
EJver since the Puritan forefathers 
had set foot on Plymouth Rock, 
bringing with them the great desires 
for democracy, religious freedom, and 
reverence for the Bible as the sacred 
word of God, the leaven of truth had 
been at work in the thought of the 
expanding nation, purging it of some 
errors of superstition, personal domr 
ination, dogmatism and slavery. To 
be sure slavery was to be destroyed 
by a great upheaval accompanied by 
much human suffering and agony. 
But the work was done, the purifica- 
tion of the nation from that error 
was accomplished, and almost Imme- 
diately came the birth of a new spir- 
itual freedom for humanity which its 
Discoverer and Founder named Chris- 
tian Science. Speaking of this' mo- 
mentous birth, both of human and 
spiritual freedom, Mrs. EJddy wrote, 
in Science and Health (p. 226): "The 
voice of God in behalf of the African 
slave was still echoing in our land, 
when the voice of the herald of this 
new crusade sounded the hejmete of 
universal freedom, asking a fuller 
acknowledgment of the rights of 
man as a Son of God, demanding fhat 
the fetters of sin, sickness and death 
be stricken from the human mind 
and that Its freedom be won, not 
through human warfare, not with 
bayonet and Mood, but through 
Christ’s divine Science.” When she 
grasped the mighty fact so fruitful 
with blessings for the whole human 
race, that Ood is the only Mind and 
Cause, the mission of Mary Baker 
EJddy was to pierce with spiritual 
vision the dark clouds of human be- 
liefs, to disperse these clouds through 
the reflected light of spiritual under- 
standing, and to reinstate in human 
consciousness the science of Chris- 
tianity. This Science of divine Mind, 
exact and logical, based upon the su- 
premacy of Spirit, could, when grasp- 
eti by tlie individual, free him from 
the penalties of mortal illusions and 
bring him into conscious and eternal 
unity with his God. 

How can it be known that there is 
but one Mind? Since God is the di- 
vine creator, the source of all intel- 
ligence and wisdom. He knows all 
things and nothing can be tliought or 
conceived outside the range of His 
all-inclusive wisdom. The conclusion 
is logical, therefore, that there is 
and can be only one Mind, God. Man- 
kind, for centuries, lias believed Tn 
the existence of many minds, but 
tile Bible and Christian Science make 
clear the ouiniscient oneness of the 
divine Mind and the impossibility of 
many minds. .Man lias no mind 01 bis 
ewn separate from bis Malur. He re- 
flects the Mind of Itis creator. When 
tills great fact is grasped by the in- 
dividual be btigius to express the 
holiness, bealtbfuluess, purity .and 
wisdom of the divine Mind and to be 
healed of the sickne&s, sin, sorrow 
and pain which come from believing 
in many minds or tliat mind or pow- 
er can exist separate from God. 


HEB SEARCH FOR THE PRINCI- 
PLE OF MIND HEALING 

Mrs. Eddy wias well fitted for her 
great work of making dear ,to the 
world the «Il-might of the one Mind. 
Of Puritan ancestry ahe was reared 
In the atmosphere of a Christian 
home. From childhood she had been 
deeply religious. She was a profound 
student of the Bible and meditated 
daily and hourly upon its truths. Her 
knowledge of Greek and Hebrew gave 
her some acquaintance with the or- 
iginal texts. As her thought went 
forth in longing desire to know God, 
she Inevitably came in contact, and 
later Into collision, with human sys- 
tems which purported to interpret 
God or sought to usurp Hie power 
as the healer of all our disecases. 
Her first struggles were evidently 
with scholastic theology, a theology 
which she had sounded to its depths 
'and had found inadequate to supply 
the great human need, for the reason 
that It attempted to explain God from 
a corporeal standpoint, and was, 
therefore, bereft of healing power. 
In harmony with the Scriptural in- 
junction “Prove ell things; hold fast 
to that which is good” she had in- 
vestigated the systems of medicine, 
the seeming action of drugs, the allo- 
pathic and homeop>athic methods of 
treatment, as well as spiritualism, 
hypnotism, and various other mental 
theories. She found that all lacked 
the divine unction of Spirit and fail- 
ed to bring healing or mental en- 
lightenment. Finally, she turned un- 
reservedly to the word of God^ the 
Bible, and through study and prayer 
the light of spiritual understanding 
dawned upon her enlightened vision, 
like rays of morning sunlight upon 
an awakened world. Speaking of 
this remarloable experience, Mrs. 
rEddy wrote in Science and Health 
•pV. 108), "For three years after my 
^Bcovery, I sought the solution of 
this problem of Mind-healing, search- 
ed the Scriptures and read little else, 
kept aloof from society, and devoted 
time and energies to discovering a 
positive rule. The search was sweet, 
calm, and buoyant with hope, not 
selfish nor depressing. I knew the 
Principle of all harmonious Mind- 
action to be God, and that cures 
were produced in primitive Christian 
IKaling by holy, uplifting faith; but 
I must know the Science of this 
healing, and I won my way to abso- 
lute conclusions through divine rev- 
elation, reason, and demonstration.” 

As a result, in 1875 — nine years 
after her healing — she gave to the 
world the text-book of Christian 
Science, Science and Health, a bopk 
which has done more to revolution- 
ize the thoughts of men regarding the 
truths of the Bible than any oUier 
book that has ever been written. 
This text-book is based wholly oh 
' the Bible, and all its premises and 
conclusions are founded on God as 
the only power, cause end creator. 

OPPOSITION TO HER DISCOVERY 

But Mrs. EJddy was not to give her 
great discovery to the world without 
opposition. History has proved that 
persecution awaited Uie reformer 
who "allured to brighter worlds and 
led the way.” "The carnal mind.” 
said Paul, "is enmity against God: 
for it is not subject to the law of 
God, neither indeed can be." Jesus 
experienced the full force of the car- 
nal mind’s hatred of truth. That was 
the cup whose dregs he drank and be 
said that his followers should all 
drink of it. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that opposition, hate, and 
persecution should arise agaihst the 
great reform which Mrs. Eddy in- 
augurated. E'or more than a quarter 
of a century she stood alone and, 

I sustained only by her unfaltering 
I trust in God, her absolute reliance 
on His all-power, and the unswes^j 
^ ing conviction of the righteousness j 
0 / her cause, met th# full forte of; 
the world’s opposition. But the pow- 
ti of Truth when understood is in- 
vincible and the waves of prejudice, 
and hate dashed in vain against Die] 
rock of the omnipotence of diving' 
j Mind upon which her work was | 
founded. 

“O Liberty! can man resign thee. 
Once having felt thy generous flame? ;

Or whips the noble spirit tame?” 

Tbua rings the national anthem of^ 
E'rauce, and neither could scorn, ridi- 
cule. nor hale lame the noble spirit 


ol this woman, nor dim her vision of 
the evcrpresence of Spirit to save 
the nations from their myriad woes. 

FRUITS OF HER DISCOVERY 

After a time the results of her 
clarified vision and of her grasp of 
ihe deep things of God began to be 
nianifestrHl. The sick were healed 
Ihrough her ministrations; the bond- 
age of sin was broken for tlie sin- 
ner; dnrkemvl minds were filliMl with 
spiritual illumination through her 
toachings and writings, and slie ex- 
emplified in lier life the words of 
Jesus, "by their fruits ye shall know 
them.” Guided by her wisdom the 
movement oif Christian Science whieli 
she had begun grew apace. Her mes- 
sage refused by established churches, 
she was impelled to organize a 
church of her own. The Mother 
Church was fouiideal in Boston In 
April, 1879, and has since been fol- 
lowtHl by a host of branch churches 
now scattered throughout the civiliz- 
ed world. The Chrislinn Science 
Journal appeared in 1883; tlien the 
Christian Science Sentinel; next Der 
Herold der Christian Sclepce. the 
German publication: and Mrs. Eddy’s 
last gift to humanity was The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor, an internation- 
al daily newspaper — a newspaper 
whose business is to tell the truth 
fearlessly no matter lu>w gig'.antic 
may seem the evil to be expostsl 
and destroyed. Reading rooms and 
lending libraries were started and 
maintained by churches and socie- 
ties; Christian Science practitioners 
cstablisherl tliemselvos in cities and 
villages, healing the sick and re- 
claiming the sinner through the pray- 
er which understands the all-power 
of God. Today the whole world 
knows of Mrs. Eddy’s work. It has 
not yet grasped the full measure of 
her achievements but it is beginning 
to understand the value of her teach- 
ings for the redemption of the race. 

THE TRUTH THAT FREES 

The Science of omnipotent Mind 
which Mrs. Eddy taught In Science 
and Health Is the Science Jesus 
meant when he said “Ye shall know 
the truth, and the truth shall make 
you free.” What is the truth that Is 
to be known? Manifestly, the 
truth which makes free Is the truth 
about God and man. Christian Sci- 
ence teaches, as does the Bible, that 
God is Spirit; that Mind, His uni- 
verse, is a spiritual, mental universe; 
and that man is* a spiritual being re- 
flecting his divine creator. Christian 
Science makes a clear and absolute 
distinction between the universe of 
God or perfect Mind, and the world 
of sense phenomena, the mortal, car- 
nal sense of existence which mortals 
cognize through the physical senses, 
carrying in its train sin, disease and 
doath. Since spiritual existence is 
the only real existence, Christian Sci- 
ence cla^siflea the world of sense 
phenomena as unreal, false, end 
t<'i|orcfore in fact, nothing but illus- 
ion. 

How do we know the spiritual Is 
true and the sensuous false? We 
know by the test of demonstration. 
As the perfection of God, His holi- 
ness, beauty, wisdom and power, 
dawn upon the illumined thought 
we are divinely assured of their 
reality. On the other hand, (he evan- 
escent and illusive character of the 
world of sense phenomena becomes 
more and more clearly exposed an^ 
gradually fades from oonsciousness . 
Furthermore, the more clearly we 
comprehend the things of Spirit^ the 
more surely and completely we can 
heal sickness, overcome sin, and 
break the bonds of evil. “God is 
love,” said the beloved disciple. “There 
is no fear in love; but perfect love 
casteth out fear,” and Love likewise 
casts out all that is unlike Love 
and enthrones peace and harmony 
in undisputed control. 

TRUTH KNOWN THROUGH 
UONM’IOUKNEKH 

Since truth alone frees men, the 
question arises. How is truth at- 
tained? Jesus said it was gained 
througli knowing— that is, through 
consciousness. If we can know truth 
only through thought then truth it- 
self must have have its source in 
omniscient Mind. The Scriptures 
teach us to know God, to love Him, 
and obey Him. How can we follow 
these commands except through mind, 
consciousness? The Scriptures leacli 
that man was born of God and tluat 
the entire universe was created by 
God. How could man and the uni- 
verse exist except as the emaualiou 
of supreme, infinite Mind? 

E'rom the one omnipotent Mind 
emanate all law, order, continuity, all 
science, and the nature of God is re- 
vealed through spiritual law.

HOW DOES CHRISTIAN S( lEX E 
HEAL 

Suppose a patient suffering with 

illness comes to Christian Science 
for help. What does the Christ ian 
Science practioner do? He knows 
that disease is a false, mental state 
to be lioaled by true thjnkiiig as re- 
vealed in the Science of omnipotent 
Mind. He lifts his thought to God In 
prayer and destroys the fear of (he 
patient, knowing that "perfect Love 
casteth out fear;" he refuses to ac- 
cept the false, physical evidence that 
the man is sick; he denies the human 
belief of heredity, knowing that Oo<l’8. 
chjld inherits nothing but the good 
things of God. He secs clearly that 
man, the expression of his Maker,,, 
cannot consume away because man 
is indestructible and immortal. He 
denies all unfavorable symptoms, 
knowing ithat (hey are not God-cre- 
ated, but are false, mental pictures 
imaged forth on the body, and if 
the practioner’s thought is inspired 
of God, js aflame with the love 
which conics from God, the patient 
ifi healed. There may be instances 
when the healing may seem slow 
because time may b<‘ required t<> 
change the tliought of the patient 
from its material basis to the spirit 
ual basis of living and tbjnking. 
Should this be the case the patient 
should still trust God and not yield 
to discouragement. Tlie true prac 
tioner will continue to point the 
way of life to such a one and encour- 
age liini to persevere until his 
thought is awakened and the light 
appears. 

CREATION HFIRI'H’AL AND 
FERFEIT 

In the Seieenee of omnipotent Mind 
or Christian Science, man is taught 
to reason from the basis of inliiiito 
perfect Spirjt. Perfwt Spirit can 
erojle only perfect, spiritual beings, 
aim these beings manifest the quali- 
ties and partake of the nature of 
Spirit. In the first chapter of Gene- 
sis which so fully describes the 
spiritual creation, we nad, "tJo God 
created man in his own jmage, in 
the image of God created He him." 
And in the last verse of tlie same 
chapl#r it says that “God saw every- 
thing that he had made, ud, behold, 
it was very good” -Man, therefore, 
i.i spirt ual and perft'Ct. He mani- 
fests the holiness, perfectiuii, im- 
mortality, and goodness of God. 
The second chapter of this same 
book deseribi-s the creation of an- 
other man, the Adam man. formed 
from the dust of the ground. Mani* 
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Teatijr, both thene arcounta cannot be 
true, because tf man Is apirltualljr 
created he cannot be dust-created. 

Now, Christian Science, the Science 
of omnipotent Mind, makes clear 
that there is a wsst difference be- 
* tween man, the image and likenms 
of Ood, and the mortal, human con- 
cept called man. Christian Science 
accepts the fact that only the spirit- 
ual man can be the real man end 
that we hare no more eridence that, 
man is a creature of dust, the victim 
of old age, decay, and death, than 
we have that the sun rises in the 
east. The whole fabric of material 
reasoning regarding mortal man i« 
based entirely on the evidence of the 
physical senses — evidence we know 
to be misleading and erroneous. 
Knowing that all human Ills origi- 
nate In the Adam-dream that man 
ij mortal, a creature of the dust, the 
Christian Scientist rises above sense 
evidence and recognises that Ood 
is Love, as the apostle declared: that 
He is omnipotent good; that Mis 
universe js harmonious, perfect, 
eternal, and that man can not be 
enchained by false conditions, but 
Is forever free, upright, strong, for- 
ever conslous of his liberty as a son 
of Ood. 

CONTROL OF THE BODY 

But it may be asked "Is it possible 
that my body can be controlled and 
its diseases hoaled through the pow- 
er of omnipotent Mind?" My friends, 
jt is not only possible but it is the 
only genuine healing of the body that 
was ever accomplished. All diseases 
are the result of diseased thoughts. 
How absurd to attempt to heal the 
body by drugs, which are inert, 
mindless, as if mindless matter could 
bridge the gulf between matter and 
Spirit and usurp the prerogative of 
, God to' heal man of his diseases. The 
body is merely the expression of 
mortal thought and is a servant not 
a master, and it manifests whatever 
state of thought the individual may 
entertain. If we believe in and fear 
sickness, old age, heat or cold, we 
may have these wrong conditions 
manifested on the body, thus proving 
the words of Solomon, — "As he think- 
eth In his heart so is he.” The rem- 
edy is to look away from the body, 
refuse to accept its false evidences 
or pain and disease and to hold the 
gaze steadfastly to the perfect realm 
of divine Mind, where man possesses 
unchanging health based upon the 
eternal truths of Ood. Then and 

t 

then only, can the Christian prove 
the words of Jesus, "The kingdom 
of Ood is within you." Prophesying 
of the perjod when men should see 
‘ Ood through spiritualized conscious- 
ness, Isaah said: "I will put my law 
in their inward parts, and write it 
in their hearts; and wHl be their, 
■God, and they shall be my people." 

VAL8E ETIBENrE OF CORPOREAL 
BENBE8 

Everyone is familiar with the dece>p- 
tive nature of the testimony of the five 
physical senses. The whole trend of 
true education is to teach the child 
.1 correct by higher intelligence the 
false impressions of physical sense 
evidence. A monkey and a child 
loth see a figure five — for Instance; 
the child, by higher intelligence, 
grasps the idea back of the symbol; 
the monkey sees the symbol, accepts 
tile sense evidence and is as defin- 
itely shut off from the idea five as 
though it had never existed. Paul 
warns us against accepting the limi- 
tations of the physical senses, and 
calls us to rise to the understanding 
of spiritual things, which renew the 
inwiird mau day by day. He declared 
that in our true individuality, "We 
look not at the things which are 
seen, but at the things which are not 
seen; for the things which arc seen 
are temporal; but the things which 
are not seen are eternal." (11 Cor. 

SIN, DISEASE AND DEATH NOT 
NECESSARY 

Tliroughout the ages men have 
believed in the supposed necessity 
for sin, disease and death. Accept- 
ing the deceptive evidence of the 
corport^al senses they have reasoned 
that, since in their experience and 
observition these evils have operated 
V iihout hindrauce, they are there- 
fore inevitable. No greater flallacy, 
uo mure cruel deception ever im- 
posed itself upon the human race. 
We must have the courage of our 
ccnvictions and deny these evils, 
knowing the scientific basis upon 
which we depy them if we ever ex- 
pect to overcome them. Pei haps 
these statements may seem to be 
somewhat visionary to some but 
they are not. because Christian Sci- 
entists in hundreds of thousands of 
instance's have proved them by heal- 
lug all manner of diseases on the 
spiritual basis that mau is perfect, 
even as his Father in heaven is per- 


fect; tbsit man cannot, therefore, be 
mortal and material, and that since 
sickness, sin and disease are des- 
troyed through spiritual understand- 
ing the inevitable conclusion follows 
that they have no actual reality. 

In this connection I wish to call 
to your attention the life of the 
great Master. Christ Jesus. Did he 
accept the verdict that men are 
mortal, the victims of sin and dis- 
ease? Did he submit to the flat 
that death Is Inevitable? By no 
means. He thrust aside these human 
illusions and proved for all time 
the divine status of men as the per- 
fect sons of Ood, forever free from 
mortal ills. One demonstration of 
the power of divine Mind to heal 
men of disease is suffleient to prove 
that it is possible for all men to , 
destroy ditcase through spiritual 
understanding. One demonstration 
of overcoming death through the 
power of divine Mind is sufficient 
to show the fallacy of the last 
enemy and the nothingness of the 
greatest fear that besets men. Jesus 
destroyed disease, raised the dead, 
burst for himself the bonds of the 
tomb and thus pointed the way of 
spiritual freedom for all men. What 
a world of woe and despair he lifted 
from the hearts of men by his glor- 
ious career, and wliat encourage- 
ment and inspiration he gave us 
when he said: "I am the resurrec- 
tion, and the life; he that belleveth 
In me, though he were dead, yet shall 
he live; and whosoever liveth and 
blieveth in me shall never die." 
(John 11:26). 

With the record of centuries of 
suffering behind us, is it not time 
that we cease to listen to the 
siren voices of the material senses 
which argue continually for the per- 
manence and reality of evil, and 
give earnest heed to Christian 
Science which teaches us the way 
Christ Jesus destroyed sin, disease, 
and death, and how we, too, oin 
destroy them if we follow faithfully 
the path Jesus blazed for us. 

THE UNREALITY OF MATTER 

But how can the Science of omnip- 
otent Mind, Christian Science, make 
clear the unreality of matter, one 
may ask. For centuries men bave 
tried to bridge the gulf between mat- 
ter and divine Mind and, in some 
way, to make God responsible for 
matter. Matter is the opposite of 
divine Mind; therefore, God is not 
its creator, because God creates 
nothing unlike Himself. Whence 
then conies matter? Christian Sci- 
ence makes clear that matter is the 
expression of the mortal, carnal 
concept — the opposite of Spirit, di- 
vine Mind. When Mrs. EMdy made 
that famous declaration in Science 
and HeaUh (p. 468), — "There is no 
life, truth, intelligence, nor sub- 
stance in matter," she bearded the 
lion of materialism in its den and 
separated matter from Spirit, reduc- 
nig matter to its own dead level of 
non-intelligence. In the next sen- 
tence, "All is infinite Mind and its 
infinite manifestation, for God is All- 
in-all," she defined the true universe 
and opened the way for reason to 
gain a right conception of God. 

Physioil scientists have not been 
agreed as to what matter is. They 
have found its definition difficult and 
its nature has, in large measure, 
eluded thetp. Physical science now 
teaches that matter ia an expression 
of energy and this has been given 
to the world in the theory known as 
the electron hypothesis. Now the 
carnal mind, or human mind, being 
itself carnal and material, can not of 
itself see beyond material phenom- 
ena. The mortal mind can not see 
spiritual things, because, as Paul 
pays, "the natural man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God: for 
they are foolishness unto him: 
neither can he know them, because 
they are spiritisally discerned." 
Therefore, while physical scientists 
are pusliing their researches re- 
garding matter back from one 
hypothesis to another, they are still 
battling in the midst of mortal 
thought aud are not certain what 
matter is. They are still confined 
to a material basis. We can see 
the unreality of matter only as we 
rise to see the light of infinite Mind, 
and see Mind, Spirit, as the only 
cause; then the riddle is solved, the 
mystery vanishes, and matter is 
seen to be merely the expression of 
the false, carnal, mortal thought. 

J^hysical scientists have also be- 
come aware that the only evidence 
they have of matter is the testimony 
of the physical senses. Without the 
human mind to cognize them, the 
physical characteristics of matter- 
such as hardness, ductility, adhes- 
ion. cohesion, form, color, — would 
disappear. Take away human 
thought and the form, color, hard- 
ness, of a chair — for instauce— 
w uld entirely vanish. Therefore with- 


out the human mind to eo^rtte It 
matter 1» Impoaslble. 

The greatest metaphjnsIcliR the 
world has ever known, Christ Jestn, 
went far be>’ond the conceptions of 
the physical scientists, who rsdnee 
matter to a form of enerff or who 
perceive that without the oocnising 
mind matter Is impoestble. Christ 
Jesus proved himself the msater of 
matter — he fed the multitude, wsihed 
on the water, healed the palsied arm, 
raised the dead, rolled- hack the 
stone from the tomb, and ffttally. In 
his ascension rose above matter and 
the material universe. The ffueatlon 
then Is how did Jesus prove himself 
the master of matter? Christ Jesns 
controlled matter through the might 
of Mind overcoming error; throngh 
the consciousness of the one Ood, 
the infinite Spirit, who created only 
His own ideas and from Whosa 
presence the earth (matter) fled 
away. In the words of the Psalmist, 
"He uttered hla voice, the earth 
melted." Discerning the neeeaaity of 
rising above the material ouncept 
of things, Jesus said: "Labor not for 
the meat which perlaheth, bnt for 
that meat which endureth unto ever- 
lasting life, which the Son of man 
shall give unto you." (John 9:27). 

When we understand the divine 
Mind, we. as "heirs of Ood and joint 
heirs' with Christ," can overcome this 
false mentality called matter, which 
manifests Itself in earthquakes, 
storms, droughts, diseases, wars, and 
death. "For," said St. Paul, "the 
weapons of our warfare are not car- 
nal. but mighty through Ood to the 
pulling down of strongholda." 

BELIEF VERSUS UNDERSTANDING 

The student of Christian Science 
learns to know and rely upon the 
Science of omnipotent Mind which 
manifests itself to men through spir- 
itual law, the law of good. By re- 
peated tests he proves this law and 
makes it applicable to all the affairs 
of his daily life. He discovers that 
back of the law of good la the omnip- 
otence of (3od which renders this law 
irresistible in operation. One of his 
first discoveries is the necessity of 
distinguishing between the operation 
of spiritual law and the false action 
of humian beliefs. Following the 
leadings of spiritual law, he contin- 
ually rises in the conscious knowl- 
edge of God and His ways and con- 
stantly adds to his enduring riches 
of gladness, peace, meekness, and 
love. Humian beliefs have no endur- 
ing foundation. They are merely the 
merclvandise of unstable human opin- 
ions. Mortals assent to them be- 
cause they have been taught to ac- 
cept appearance for reality. Their 
number is legion, but through kn( 23 r- 
Ing the law of omnipotent Mind they 
oan be detected and their erroneous 
conclusions reversed. When Paul 
raised the young mun Eutychus from 
the dead, as recorded in the book of 
Acts, he proved that the human be- 
lief called "accident” can not deprive 
man, the Image and likeness of God, 
of his life. When Mrs. EMdy healed 
the man of hip disease, as described 
on pages 192 and 193 of Science and 
Health, she proved that the man was 
suffering from a false belief which 
lieF understanding of spiritual law 
destroyed, and the man was healed. 

THE JOY OF SPIRITUAL LIVING 

The normal state of a Christian 
ia to be happy and harmonious. “God 
is Love,” and His government is mer- 
ciful, loving and beneficent; hence, 
Christians are merely exercising 
their rightful birthright when they 
are glad, loving, merciful, and com- 
passionate. But religion has in large 
measure been divorced from genuine 
happiness because of the Inability of 
the believers therein to overcome 
fear, discouragement and disease. 

If we find in God, the omnipotent, 
all-knowing Mind a never failing ref- 
uge from the ills of mortal existence, 
it will not be a difficult matter to 
love God and our fellow men and to 
“Rejoice and be exceeding glad," as 
the Master taught us to do. An analy- 
sis of our thought will show us that 
the rc.iaon we have failed to attain 
this Joyousness described in the 
Bible is because we have not ais- 
tinguished between right thoughts 
and wrong thoughts, and consequent- 
ly we have often become the victims 
of the latter — even when striving to 
gain the former. "For," said St. Paul 
"to be carnally minded is death; but 
to be spiritually minded is life and 
peace." When thought is uplifted 
and purified through the study of 
the Bible and Science and Health, 
which is truly a "Key to the Scrip- 
tures", the student can detect the 
difference between right thoughts 
and wrong thougbu, between spirit- 
ual ideas and sensuous concepts. 
Just as readily as the musician, 
through bis grasp of the laws of 
harmony, can dlsceru the difference 
between tones that are true and 
those that are false. When we shut 
out from our thought the false sug- 
gestions of the carnal mind and ac- 
cept only the heavenly concepts, then 
our thought is conscious only of its 
oneneas with divine Love and is im- 
pregnable to every assault of discord, 
fear or disease. Then, and then only, 
oan the Ghrisiian say with the Psalm- 
Ut. “Rejoice in the Lord. O ye right- 


eous: for praise Is comely for the 
upright." 

Christian Scientists are a happy 
people. They are happy because have 
hpve found "the secret place of the 
most High," a state of consciousness 
serene and lofty — free from the ag- 
gressions of evil: a state of con- 
sciousness to which the realities of 
omnipotent Mind. Truth, and Love 
unfold. This exalted state of thought 
la not la special gift to a favored 
person nor to a privileged denomina- 
tion. A loving God has provided U 
free for all men. Christian Scientists 
are not concerned about the increase 
of adherents to the Christian Science 
church, but they are desirous that all 
men should learn to know God 
aright, for only by this means can 
evil and sorrow be destroyed and 
men behold "the holy city, new Jerus- 
alem, coming down from Ood out of 
heaven." We would ask you, there- 
fore. to study "Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures” by Mary 
Baker BMdy. Study It In connection 
with your Bible, carefully alnerely, 
prayerfully. You will find that it will 
illumine the pages of that greet Book 
and It will reveal to you the truths 
of the Bible which have been hidden 
from men by centuries of dogma, 
creed, and superstition. You will 
find that Science and HeaUh and the 
Bible will give you a vital, living 
understanding of the power of God, 
an understanding which is available 
here and now to meet your daily 
needs.

"Some persons resent the idea, but 
is it more drastic to take that action 
than for the government to take the 
nation's young men'r" 

HOARDED SUGAR FOUND 

Federal Agents Discover Ten Million 

Pounds in a Buffalo Warehouse 

Buffalo, Oct. 24. — F'ederal secret 
service agents reiwrted to Washing- 
ton the discovery in a Buffalo ware- 
house of million| of itounds of sugar 
in bags and barrels labelled "top 
crust Hour." 

Notations on the packages, it was 
said, indicated that the' sugar bad 
been coming into the warehouse over 
a period of several months. A fed- 
eral agent who made a survey of the 
contents of the building estimated the 
amount of sugar at 15U carloads, or 
ab-jut 10,U(K>,()00 pounds. 

Around immense piles of sacks 
containing the sugar, the federal 
agent said, be found a screen of other 
articles, while some of the contain- 
ers marked "top crust Hour" actual- 
ly had fl-jur sprinkled over the out- 
side.

Sot face to face with nature, unas- 
sisted by any tools of civilization, they 
failed to make a living, quite ns you 
and I would probably fall. Most of 
them died of scurvy or starvation. 

Given paradise, precious few mod- 
ems could do mure Uian skimp along. 
We are highly educated by comparison 
with less learned centuries, but not 
educated at all In the raw business of 
squeezing life out of a reluctant Moth- 
er Nature. The farmer’s boy would 
do better than some on a desert Is- 
land. The plainsman would do best 
of all. Most of us would die of starva- 
tion before w# could remember how to 
make a fire with sticks or Invent a 
flslillne or plant a last peck of pota- 
toes so they would grow. 

The Boy Scouts are putting somo 
mdimentnry sense back Into coming 
generations.

Dwriag the past ton years and at 
the present time there is a tendency 
amnag home builders to select n type 
of architecture whitdi descends direct- 
ly from the early houses of this coun- 
try. The colonial architecture. In all 
of Its phases, has been carefully stud- 
ied l)y architects specializing in resi- 
dence design and beautiful dwellings 
may be found everywhere wblcli pos- 
sess tlie characteristics of this style. 
All of the modern building inuterials 
have Iteen used successfully In the 
adaptation of the early style to pres- 
ent needs and desires. 

Among others there is the type 
shown in the accompanying photo- 
graphic perspective view. This house 
wkth Its gambrel roof and central en- 
trance, divided sash windows and 
shutters is typically Dutch colonial. 
The walls of the first fioor and dinn- 
ers are finished with stucco and the 
roinnining exterior surface Is covered 
with shingles. The outside-built chim- 
ney is laid of brick. The design is 
simple, which Is really a churnctcrls- 
tic of the style rather than of this par- 
ticular house. The dominating fea- 
tures of the house, as fur as appear- 
ance is concerned, are the roof and 
the windows. The roof surface Is 
large in the Dutch colonial style and 
n considerable portion of it bus such 
n steep slope that It is used to take 


stained dark bpowti. The welte o f Rflg 
house are not pure white, be t the re 
la Jnst c..oagh color In their e itffa ce 
to produce a slight contrast between 
them and the pure white of the trim. 
It wHl be noticed that the houee le 
symmetrical about the center line of 
the facade. This means that a bal- 
anced effect Is built right Into the 
house, regardless of the manner of 
decorating It. Because of this “me- 
chanical balance," the most simple 
decoration such ns the standard 
scheme Just mentioned Is most auc- 
ccssfnl, the reason being that If the 
decomtlon la in any way strikingly 
atfrnctlve, n "stlfT’ appearance Is pro- 
duced. The beauty of the Dutch co- 
lonial style rests In the appearance 
which conveys the Idea of trim, clean, 
neat linos and surfaces. 

The colonial style of architecture 
has n very decblcd advantage Irom 
the standpoint of Interior arrange- 
ment. This advantage comes out of 
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Second-Floor Plan. 

• 

the fact that the plan outline of a 
colonial house is always plainly rec- 
tangular, or very nearly so. Working 
with such n plan outline, the design- 
er finds little difficulty in laying out 
rooms which arc well-proportioned, 
well-lighted and convenient. 

The central entrance Is nt the for- 
ward end of a luill which extends back 
through the house to the small rear 
porch, in the plan. Just inside the 
entrance there is a large cased open- 
ing on either side of the hall. One of 
these lends into the living room and 
the other into the dining room. The 
stairway to the second floor Is built 
In this Imll. The small rear porch is 
set into the house, being simply a por- 
tion of the center strip provided for 
the hnll. However, this porch does 
not project under n second floor room, 
which sometimes produces difficulty In 
heating. 

The living room, 13 feet bg 25 feet, 
Is almost ideal for a family bouse such 
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the place of walls for the second story 
on two sides of the building. The 
windows are fitted with shutters 
which are almost Invariably painted 
some shade of green. It is interesting 
to compare the modem with the early 
house and one point of Interest Is 
called In mind in connection with the 
shutters. In the early days It was 
necessary to go to considerable trou- 
ble In order to close a shutter which 
hud been thrown wide open. If the 
shutters were closed during a storm, 
one was certain to get wet and the 
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First-Floor Plan. 

wind would dash rain in ui>on the 
fiuiir. 'rite owner of the modern housi- 
which is fitted with shutters Is re- 
lieved of this iucouvenieuce and dis- 
comfort. If he wishes to oiteu or close 
the shyiters he need only go to the 
window, turn u small crunk and tile 
shutter is easily adjusted to any pu- 
sltiou, with the window either closed 
or oiM-n. 

It is usual to follow a very sim- 
ple color Sk-heme in the decoration 
of such a house. The walls are usu- 
ally pure white, the chimney is dark 
face brick and the roof is natural shin- 
gle color, dark red or dark green. In 
he design illustrated, this scheme is 
'^ollowed with the exception of the 
upper shlugled walls, which are 


as this. In many living rooms It Is 
necessary to give the effect of length 
hy placing the fireplace In the end. 
This room, however, is long enough so 
that it can be arranged to give the Im- 
pression of compactness. This idea is 
curried out by placing the large brick 
flrei^Iace along one of the side walls 
instead of at the end. Such an ar- 
rangement gives plenty of Inside wall 
space so that some well chosen fur* 
niture can be secured to fit in with the 
general scheme. An attractive fea- 
ture of the living room is the window 
scheme on either side of the fireplace. 
The windows are la sets of three, set 
out from the wall. This places a nar- 
row shelf at a little below shoulder 
height on either side of the fireplace— 
an excelleut place fon ferns or flow- 
ers which mutch with the color scheme 
adopted for the living room. With 
the double doors into the sun porch 
open, the flour arrangement gives a 
large unobstructed space along this 
side of the house. 

The dining room, kitchen and pan- 
try occupy the first floor space on the 
other side of the hall. The dining 
room is 13 feet by 15 feet 6 Inches and 
is provided with an attractive buffet. 
A hall leads hack to the kitchen and 
the panfry Is on this hull. The ar- 
rangemi-nt Is very couvenlenL In the 
laiutry there is a large, well-lighted 
work table, a small case and cupboard. 
A chimney running up through the 
pantry has a thimble Installed on the 
kitchen side for the range or gas 
stove ventilator. 

The second floor provides two large 
hedroouis with closets, a small sleep- 
ing liorch, sewing room and bath. All 
of these rooms except the sleeping 
I>orcb are accessible from the ceutral 
hull. There are double doors opeulug 
between the sleeping j»orch and one of 
the bedrooms. Along the rear of the 
house on the second floor there la a 
large balcony. This balcony is above 
the suu luirlor, rear porch and a por- 
tion of Uie kitchen. Fieoty of light 
is admitted to all the aecoud-fleor 
rooiuA 
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Wtttem Canada Does Not Tax

At present a sur- 
tax of n few cents nn acre Is levloil 
ngninst nil wild land, so that the own- 
er of land held In Its natural state, 
without Improvements, Is contributing 
more taxes to the government than the 
owner of n farm that Is cultivated and 
even Improved with buildings and 
stock to the value of thousands of dol- 
lars. In order to encourage the farm- 
er to Improve and to go Into stock rais- 
ing, he Is not charged one cent of taxes 
on any of his Improvements, Imple- 
ments or stock of ony kind. 

'As a result of this surtax on tin- 
eultlvnted or speculatively held lands, 
the owners are now trying to sell them 
to actual settlers, and, In nearly every 
Instance, have been offering on very 
easy terms of payment, usually n quar- 
ter down, nn(i the balance extending 
over a term of years at prices much 
lower than their productive value 
would warrant. 

A world-wide shortage In farm stuffs 
has given n new value to all agricul- 
tural products and the margin of profit 
today Is greater than ever in the past. 
It Is true labor and Implements have 
Incrcnsod In price, hut It Is now po.s- 
slble to secure 50% profit In funning, 
and higher.

“The droth rale in Weymouth is 
not extremely high, hut while it 
was only 54 in 1915, in 1916 it in- 
creased to 79. Tills is a big jump; 
if It increases at lliis rate for 1917, 
you will liave cause to ho greatly 
nIuruK'd. 

"More and more women's clubs 
are coming to the fore in supporting 
Puhllc Healtli work, and wo feci 
Hint witli i.hese liodies of IntellJ- 
gdil wcnicn back of this movement 
for the conservation of child life It 
is hound to he a succcas and the 
deatli rale of Massachusetts will, 
after a few years of intensive work, 
be reduced to the minimum. 

“I chose Weymoutli for my first 
work, not iiecause of its liigh mor- 
tality rate, hut because of lIs being a 
fairly roprosenlative lown of Massa- 
cliuaetls, holli as to size and also 
industries and nationalities represen- 
ted. You have in Weymouth a most 
excellent Visiting Nurse .Issociation.

(■ag<>r to extend tlie work, to reach 
more people; and especially does It 
seem necessary tliat llio expectant 
niolliers and children of prc-scliool 
age lie reached liy tlic nurse. 

“But wliai can one nurse covering 
sucli a large territory do, wlion most 
of lior lime must necessarily ho spent 
liursing the sick. The sick must al- 
ways be cared for and tills is an 
important part of the work which 
tlio Visiting Nursing .Vssocialion 
wishes to do, hut if ii could he 
made possible to place anotlier 
workt'r in ilic field to do prenatal 
and child welfare work, your town 
will liave done Us hit towards this 
great atmpaign wliicli has Imcn 
launched by llie State Cnniniissioner 
of Health.

A great variety of shapes promises 
ooe at least that is becoming to every 


face. They are nearly all of medium 
size or small. There are no extremes 
.ine way or the other. OnC of the 
smaller hats appears at the left of the 
group above. It has a narrow, droop- 
ing brim and a draped crown. Ribbon 
edged with chenille sewed In rows over 
I he shape is extended into a long point 
that folds over and Is sewed to the 
base of the crown at the right side.

MORE GOOD THINGS. 

Peanut butter Is an Invaluable food, 
all ready to use, and now ways to com- 
bine it are nprlng- 
Ing up every day. 

Peanut Butter 
Soup,— Take three 
tablespotuifula of 
peanut htilter, add 
a tnhlespoonful of 
flSur, and stir over 
the heat until well 
blended, then add 
a little cold milk until smooth, nnd| 
then a pint of scalded milk which has 
hren seasoned with a slice of onion, 
salt and paprika to taste. When hot 
serve with toosted crackers or crou- 
tons. 

Peanut Butter Blecuits. — Roll out 
rather thin a nice biscuit dough, spread 
with peanut butter, roll up, cut lit. pin- 
wheel rolls and put to bake In a well 
greased dripping pan. Sprinkle the 
hisoults with a little brown sugar If 
desired or hake plain. For an emer- 
gency sandwich when on a trip, two 
slabs of sweet chocolate put together 
with peanut butter makes a most sat- 
isfying meal. 

Luncheon Salad. — A slice of tomato 
on headlettucc, a few tips of aspara- 
gus, and over all a sprinkling of cream 
cheese i»ut through a sieve or licer. 
Servo with mnyonnnifie dressing. 

Oatmeal Muffins. — Melt four tahle- 
spnonfuls of butter In a cupful of 
warm, cooked ontnnfnl, sift together 
a fourth of a cupful of sugar, a cupful 
of flour, four tensimonfuls of baking 
powder and a tonspoonful of salt, add 
the oatmeal, one egg beaten light, and 
a half cupful of milk. Mix thorough- 
ly and bake in hot well-buttered iron 
gem pans for 25 minutes. 

Orange Jelly. — Cut two oranges and 
one lemon !n quarters, then cut each 
quarter into thin slices, there will ho a 
pint of fruit, over this pour three pints 
of water and let stand over night. The 
next day let It cook until the pool Is 
very tender, then drip throngli a Jelly 
bag, pressing out all the Juice. Add 
two and a half cupfuls of hot sugar 
and cook until a Jelly Is formed. This 
will make three glasses. Add the peel- 
ing to one and a half eupfuls of sugar 
and a fourth of a cupful of wiiter, sim- 
mer until all the sugar is absorbed. 
This may be used for various puddings 
and ns a garnish us well as a flavor 
for cake.

Torpedoed and Sunk by 
German Submarine.

ABOUT SEVENTY MEN LOST 


United States Destroyer Also Attacked, 
One Man Being Killed — Germane 
Capture Oesel and Defeat Over- 
matched Russian Fleet — Kaiser 
Goes to Bulgaria and Turkey. 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Ainericu was brought to a realization 
of the deadllness of the war last week 
by the destruetlon of the United .States 
transport Antilles by a Oerinan siib- 
uiarlno. The vessel was homeward 
bound from Frunoe and carried 287 
men. Of these about 70 are missing, 
and probably perished. The Antilles^ 
was torpedoed on October 17 and sank 
In five minutes. She was under con- 
voy of American patrol vessels, hut 
neither the torpedo nor the suhmarlne 
that dlsehnrged It was seen. The vic- 
tims include four naval eiillstcl men, 
16 army enlisted men, three ship's olll- 
cers and 47 memhers of the crew. 

Though the news of this disaster 
came with a shock to the people of 
America, they are heginniiig to under- 
stand that such occurrences are to he 
expected ami that we are fortunate to 
have escaped them so long, for the 
Oermans have been aiming especially 
at the ocean transport service. Al- 
ready great numbers of troops and vast 
stores of munitions and supplies have 
been carried across the Atlantic, and 
naval offleers have been surprised that 
some of the transports dlii not meet 
the fate that has overtaken the An- 
tilles. 

American Oeatroyer Torpedoed. 

TIte first real American cusuulty list 
from the war zone was given out 
Wednesday l7y Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels. It Included one death, that 
of Osmond Kelly Ingraham, gunner’s 
mate, of I'rutt City, Ala., and the 
names of five other men of the navy 
who were slightly wounded. These 
men were of the crew of on American 
destroyer which was torpedotsl by a 
Oermaii siihmurine while on patrol In 
Itrltish waters. The vessel was not 
sunk and soon reached port. The re- 
port came from Hear Admiral Sims 
and said Ingraham was blown over- 
hoard and his body was not recovered. 
Naval oflicers think It remarkable that 
until this occurrence Admiral Sims' 
tightlng units should all have escaped 
damage in the fight against the U- 
boats. 

Frttm Amstenlam the other day catne 
the report that Gertnany was about to 
Iticlude .\ttierlcun waters in the sub- 
mttrlne zotie. This tneant tiothlng to 
Atnerlcati tiaval authorities, for they 
liad conslderiHl our waters so Ittcludcd 
since we etilered the war.

Buhtnarinea. 

Tlie week's list of victitns of U-honts 
was stnall in number, hut the loss of 
life was greater than usual. This was 
due ttinltily to the destructloti of the 
French steatiier MtMlie with the loss 
of 25U per-sons. Including soldiers and 
prlsotiers of war. It is ati utidispiiied 
fact that service on Gentian sulnua- 


attneks and slowly giving ground be- 
fore the British and French, the laud 
uml sea forces of the empire did strike 
at Uussla what, considered superficial- 
ly, might be thought to be a serious 
blow. But the operations In the Bal- 
tic cannot be considered of prime Im- 
portance In determining the outcome 
of the war. They did, however. Induce 
the lltisHinns to begin moving their 
scat of government to Moscow. 

Troops landed on the Island of 
Oesel, supported by the fleet, have suc- 
ceeded In capturing or driving oft the 
garrison, which resisted stoutly, and 
the kaiser’s warships are pushing back 
the lliisslan mival forces toward the 
Gulf of Finland. In the sen fighting 
both sides lost several vessels. The 
Uusslun fleet fought well hut was hope- 
lessly oulclasscd lu strength. The Ger- 
mans made aerial attacks on Pornnu, 
ami It was reported that they were at- 
tempting to gain a footing on the main- 
land. At last reports both sides were 
hurrying up strong naval re-cnforcc- 
meiits. The real objective of the Ger- 
man high command Is not revealed, 
hut It does not seem probable Von Hln- 
denhurg, who Is directing the opera- 
tions In person, will attempt to capture 
niid hold I'etrogrnd. That woukl mean 
a perilous extension of his lines In 
view of the fact that winter is nt hand. 
South of Riga the Russian artillery 
prevented the Germans from throwing 
bridges across the Dvina. 

Trying to Hold His AllieB. 

" Increasing signs of a break-up of the 
alllimce of the central powers proh- 
alily .sent the kaiser on his trip to the 
iieiir Kiist. First he Jollied the Bul- 
garians, who, like the Austrians, are 
sick of the war ; and It was significant 
that Emperor Charles grasped n puny 
excuse not to accompany his overbea*- 
liig ally. Then William ran down to 
Constantinople, where Turkish girls 
strewed flowers in his path and he and 
the sultan exchanged decorations. If 
the kaiser can hold his coalition to- 
gether much longer. It will be because 
the allies do not make sufilclently at- 
tractive separate peace suggestions to 
Austrlu-IIuiigury, Bulgaria and Tur- 
key. 

As was expected, the opponents of 
Chiincellor Mlclmells were quick to 
take advantage of the Wllhelrashaven 
mu'al revolt Incident. The Hoclallsts 
now present a united front against him 
and have decided to vote against the 
war credit of $2,500,000,000 at the De- 
cember session of the reichstug unless 
he rt'signs. Foreign Secretary von 
Kuehlinann or I'rlnee von Bulow is 
said to he his probable successor, 
though the war party still fears Count 
von Beriistorflf may be appointed. In 
the efTort to save himself Mlchaells 
offered Frlederlch von Payer the post 
of chancellor, displaying readiness to 
throw overboard Doctor Ilelfferlch and 
also Minister of Marine von Capelle. 
There are rumors that Mlehaelis is 
contemplating the establishment of a 
mllitury dictatorship. 

On the West Front. 

In Flanders the British practically 
completed their occuiiation of the iin 
portant Passchendaele ridge and the 
Germans were observed to he hurried- 
ly building a long dam for the purpose 
of flooding the low land east of the 
rltlge. Meanwhile the French on the 
left flank of the British steadily wid- 
ened the liuse of the wedge that Is be- 
ing driven In between the German 
armies and the Belgian coast. The al 
11 (h 1 aviators made many raids and 
droi)ped vast quantities of explosives 
on German military estahllshnients 
with di‘strucUvo results. The German 
airmen were not Idle, but their main 
raid was made on Nancy, where u num-

German Victories la the Baltic. 

The week thought no real relief to 
beleaguered Germany, externally or In- 
ternally. While the kaiser was hurry- 
ing down through Bulgaria to Con- 
stantinople to mend his crumbling 
fences, and Chancellor MichuelU was 
struggling to hold on to his Job, and 
Uie German armies on the west front 
were making costly and futile counter- 


least forty divisions from the Russian 
front and hurried them to the rescue 
of the defenders of Trieste. Large 
numbers of German. Bulgarian and 
Turkish trooi)s are now on the Italian 
front. Captur€*d Austrian oltl<-ers. It 
is said, freely admit the alarm f<-lt 
by the Teutons over the sirtiutlou in 
that region. 

Wilson’s New Blow at Germany. 

l>etermined that Germany and its al- 
lies shall not benefit from the trade 


and Indu.stry of tlio United States, 
President Wilson started off the week 
by setting In motion mnehinery to stop 
trade with the enemy and transmission 
of Information valuahlc to him, to con- 
trol enemy nliens and enemy property 
and to check the activities In America 
of German sympathizers. By execu- 
tive decree the president created a war 
trade hoard, with Vance McCormick as 
chairman, supplanting the exports ad- 
ministrative board, and a war trade 
council to advise the board on ques- 
tions of policy ; gave the secretary of 
the treasury power to regulate the ex- 
port of gold, silver and currency, trans- 
fers of credit, transactions In foreign 
exchange, and enemy Insurance com- 
panies, apd authority to prevent the 
transmission of wrllten or photogrnphic 
information from this country except 
through the mulls; ereaied a censor- 
ship board to prevent the transmission 
of Intelllgenee to the enemy by any 
means; gave the trade commission full 
iiutliorlty over enemy patents; gave 
tho postmaster general power to regu- 
late the publication of war matter by 
foreign lungmigu papers, and In other 
ways took control of enemy Interests 
In tlie United States. 

The provisions of this sweeping de- 
cree when put Into full force should 
help a lot In the process of bottling up 
the German empire. The United States 
and Its allies show no disposition to 
yield to the pleas of the so-called neu- 
tral nations that have been supplying 
Germiiny with food and other mate- 
rials. According to reports received in 
Washington, the food situation In Ger- 
many is growing acute. Tho weekly 
ration there amounts approximately 
to four and n half-pounds of bread, 
a half peck of potatoes, a cupful of 
beans, peas, or oatnaeal; a half pound 
of meat, twelve cubes of sugar, six 
Individual patties of butter and an 
equal amount of other fats. The caloric 
value of these foods in the aggregate. 
Is less than half the amount estimated 
by the American food adininlstrutlon 
as sufficient for a person in a sedentary 
occupation. » 

Coal Strike Makea Trouble. 

The coal situation, especially In Illi- 
nois, caused the administration a great 
deal of trouble. Strikes, unauthorized 
by the union, stopped production and 
the operators declart'd they could not 
pay the wages demanded unless they 
were allowed to charge the general 
public 50 cents more a ton. Coal Ad- 
ministrator Garfield was swamped witli 
appeals and protests, and sent out a 
message to the effect that unless rain- 
ing was resumed tho federal govern- 
ment would seize the mines. The whole 
affair has the appearance of greed fos- 
tered by underhanded pro-Oeriuun In- 
llueneeo. 

Food Administrator Hoover has 
been brought to a realization of the 
fact tliut tho retail grocers of the coun- 
try are robbing the ultimate consum- 
ers, and he proposes to go as fur us his 
powers permit in stopping the extor- 
tion. In a statement issued Thursday 
Mr. Hoover said that though neither 
the food administration nor the gov- 
ermii(>nt has authority to regulate tho 
retailer us It does the wholesaler, he 
woubl, beginning November 1, expose 
tlio former each week by publislilng 
the wbolesalo prices of all commodities 
in every section. Thus the purchaser 
will know how mu<'h the retailer Is 
paying and how much undue profit he 
is exacting. Mr. Hoover cites particu- 
larly the retail price of Hour, which Is 
out of all proportion to the wholesale 
price fixed by the government, and al- 
so the recent unwarranted advances 
in the retail price of sugar. 

Unless the retailer grocer behaves, 
the food Hdmlnistrutor hints, congress 
may be asked for legislation giving the 
government |K>wer to regulate him. Mr.

Rul* Inatituted a* Raault of txamplaa 

In Western Tournament Naada 
Further Trial— Works Wall 
in Medal Play. 

The now rule of the Western Golf 
associntlon, nhollsliing stymies, was 
tried nnd found wanting at the West- 
ern amateur rhampionshlp at Mid- 
lothian, nnd the rule was changed by 
the hoard of directors before the final 
rounds. In which Francis Oulmet won 
the title from Kenneth P. Edwards of 
Chicago by the narrow margin of 1 up 
in .’10 holes. 

The rule, as announced several 
weeks ago, required that the nearer 
hall he playetl tlr.st when both halls 
were on the green thus avoiding sty- 
mies. The plan worked well In medal 
pln,v, as there was no lifting of the 
nearer hall, nnd an average of 15 min- 
utes’ time was taken off an 18-hole 
round without any detriment to the 
players, since they were contesting the 
field Instead of one man. When the 
match play started, however, the con- 
testants were loud In their clamor for 
a change in the rule and President 
Charles F. Thompson, agreeing with 
the players, had a now one drafted. 

The new’ one still aholishes stymies, 
whether due to the faulty piny of the 
owner of the stymied hall, or to ttie 
aecldental position of his opponent’s 
hall, hut requires the hall further from 
the hole to lie played first, tinlesn a 
stymie exists. In that case, the nearer 
hall Is to be idayod first or lifted, at 
the option of Its owner. The rule 
rends : 

"When both halls are on the put- 
ting green, if the player of the ball 
furllipst from the hole claims that 
the nearer ball Interferes with his 
putt, the nearer hall, upon request, 
shall be lifted or played at the op- 
tion of its owner.” 

It was eontendod by the objectors 
to the original rule that the playing 
of the farther hall first removed some 
of the elements of competition allowed 
the opponent to know Just what he 
had to do after the other man had 
laded out nnd made the owner of the 
nearer ball play from two to three 
shots In rather rapid succession. 

In the finals nt Midlothian only one 
partial stymie was laid during the 30 
holes. Oulmet lifting his ball on the 
ninth hole, while Edwards putted. It 
frequently happens, however, that Ed- 
wards, with his poor putting on the 
first nine, would have had to play 
three putts in a row, while Oulmet 
stood by nnd determined just what he 
had to do and how to do It. That 
was because Edwards was frequently 
nearer the flag on his approaches, hut 
could not putt dead, or get down from 
his first ajtempt. 

As the play went. It could have 
done Edwards no harm to play the 
nearer ball first, for he took 22 putts 
on the first nine, when only 15 were 
indicated by his long game and ap- 
proaches, which were In general bet- 
ter than Ouimet’s.
